near.y 290 people. The w ind cam e from the 
southw est. The Union Denot, at the foot of 
seventh street, was blown into the Ohio river. 
A train oí cars m aking up tor the Louisville 
Southern road w ent over w ith th e building. 
T he Falls City H all, on West M arket street, was 
w recked. In the hall w ere over 100 people, and 
b ut few ,.t them escaped alive 
Many buildings 
after i lling caught fire and the inm ates were 
burned. 
Al. the streets are blockaded w ith 
debris tallen buildings or telegraph and elec­ 
tric light wires. Thirty-live bodies, mostly of 
wom en and children, have been taken from’the 
ru in s of the F alls City Ilall. It is impossible to 
get the nam es. H enry Mason, a m em ber of the 
L egislature from 
H ancock 
county, was in 
W right's c igar store w hen the building fell. He 
was instantly killed. Eleven girls were im- 
pris ned in ;he cellar of W right's building. 
T h r e e have been tak en out dead. 


BEGGARS DESCRIPTION. 
Every house on M arket, Jefferson and W alnut 
street-, trom T enth to Sixteenth, is in rum s. 
1’arkland, a suburb, is sw ept away. Such deso­ 
lation u j tity has known in this century. Every 
building, tree and telegraph pole in this district 
th a t was siruck was leveled. 
The cyclone w as predicted b j the Signal 
Service officers yesterday afternoon, b at no 
heed was paid to the w arning. 
The cyclone cam e w ith scarcely a w arning 
sound, aud in all the buildings struck the in­ 
habitants were engaged in their usual voca­ 
tions. 
x h e district laid waste comprises an 
area of three m iles long aud nearly half a m ile 
wide. 
IN TH E RUISS. 
¡since early m orning gangs of m en have been 
constantly at work, searching in the great mass 
of d eo ri' for victim s of the disaster. Policem en 
m ade eff 'its to restrain the anxious crowd from 
entering he dangerous places in the devastated 
distrii 
but their efforts were of no avail. 
W ithin a sh'.rt tim e after the cyclone oc­ 
curred a large num ber of m en were at work at 
Fidis < i;y H all carrying out the dead. The 
lii'i work was to cut through the slate rooting. 
W hile this was being done the groans ot dying 
people in the hall were plainly heard. 
It v , s more i .iau an hour before th e first vic­ 
tim s w eie taken out. Ten dead women were 
found b. red in each other's arms. W ithin the 
nex t hour thirty m en aud wom en were taken 
o ir dead, all oi whom had lost their lives by 
suffocation. The gas-pipes had been severed 
an d flooded the place w ith the deadly vapor. 
The dead were carried away and physicians 
and relatives carefully looked after the wants 
ot th e injured. 


H O R R IB L E ! 


A D a n c in g School a u d S e v e ra l M e etin g s 
C r u s h e d . 


L o u i s v i l l e , March i8 th .- Probably the great­ 
est loss of life occurred at Falls City Hall, w hich 
was in the center of the tornado, 
in the low er 
room s of the hall th ere w ere fifty o r seventy- 
five children w ith th eir m others aud other rela­ 
tives. taking dancing lessons. 
There were at least 125 persons on the lower 
licors and seventy-five m ore attending a lodge 
m eeting on tee upper ttoor w hen tlie terrible 
w ind sw ept down upon the building. The e n ­ 
tire structure in less th an five m inutes was a 
sh apele-» mass of brick and m ortar. buryiDg 
2"o h ell.'.■■ss victim s, of w hich num ber few es­ 
caped uninjured. At 3 o'clock this m orning 
thirty-five dead liodies w ere taken from the 
ruin- and fifteen wounded and dying. Only 
those on the th ird fioor had been reached. The 
room containing th e dancing-sehool pupils and 
visitors has not yet been opened. 


PENETRA TINO THE DEBRIS. 
At 11:30 this m orning the room where the tm- 
iortunate children were dancing was reached. 
Lewis .simms, Jr., had for hours been m oving 
about in great m eutal agony in tront o 'that 
portion of the w reck w here the room had been, 
for his wife and four children w ere there. 
When the room was reached Mrs. Simms was 
found fatally hurt. 
Then, w ithin about fifteen m inutes of each 
other, three of the Simms children were recov­ 
ered. They were unconscious, aud only had a 
faint possibility oflivlng. 
Wh ie the father was im ploring th e w orkers 
to get his other child, a lire broke out and work 
h ad to be suspended. 
The last m an ti ken out alive, before the llames 
started up, was John Hepdeu.

A tb ri.liu g experience was th a t of Georee H. 
Capito. who was present at the m eeting of the 
K uigh’s of H onor in a lodge-room, on the top 
floor o ' the building.

IN MOURNING. 
As night closed in its folds the devastated city 
of Louisville scores of widows and o rp h a n -are 
bowed down w ith th e w eight of deepest grief. 
W reck and ruin have settled down in its very 
m idst, aud specters o f the dead whose funeral 
pyres are heaps o f bricks aud m ortar, seem to 
rise up and enshroud in the aw ful halo of 
th eir presence the entire city. 
The band of 
brave rescuers continue to work, but as nigiit 
comes on they seem to work more silently, 
though no less arduously. 
As each rem nant of the piles of wreckage is 
lifted It is w ith anticipation of uncovering to 
view the iiteless form or death set features of a 
hum an victim of the aw ful storm. 
But there is no tim e to consider the dead, for 
the living m ay yet be buried beneath :the 
m ountains of debris, and they turn aud work 
agaiu w ith renew ed energy into the great m a-s 
in search of crushed and m angled hum anity. 
As the night grows darker the work becomes 
m ore awful. Even th e advantage of light aud 
its fear-dispelling qualities are denied them , for

TORN DOWN BY THE STORM, 
And left the city to be enshrouded in the deep­ 
est gloom. It grows so dark in the shadows of 
th e crum bling walls, that qtill stand as silent

W hen the walls began to shake both of them 
rushed to the from door just as the w hirlw ind 
was passing.

L o u i s v i l l e , M arch 2Sth.—The Board of Trade 
to-day appointed a General Relief Commitree to 
at once relieve the poor people who are in des­ 
titution. 
Twenty thousand dollars was sub­ 
scribed in a short tim e, and at a special m eet­ 
ing of th e Ci y Council, appropriatihg $ 2 '000 
more. A large corps of m en has beeti organ­ 
ized to work on the wreckage unrem ittingly, 
first attention being paid to the Falls Ci'y H all 
and other points w here great loss o f tile is 
feared. 
Fortunately for 
the 
hom e ess the 
w eather is very m ild. 
The Belief Com m ittee this evening discussed 
the question of property loss. 
Opinions varied 
considerably trom the fragm entary reports re­ 
ceived, but it is believed the loss w ill reach two 
and a h alf m illion dollars. 
To-night the Relief Committee prepared the 
following authoritative statem ent w hich was 
furnished to the Associated Press: 
"To the. People: The calam ity that has over­ 
taken the city of Louisville by a eycioue last 
night spread over a territory covering a space of 
ground some 40) yards wide and three m iles in 
length, through the business portion ot the city. 
The loss of lile is in the neighborhood, it is be­ 
lieved, of some seventy-five r>errons, and the 
lo-s to the city in dam ages to houses and goods 
is believed w ill be $2,000,000. W hite the calam ­ 
ity is great, our citizens feel able to cope w ith 
it. an a are not cast down, huí w ill at once pro­ 
ceed to repair and resum e in the channels now 
interrupted. In all other portions of the city 
business w ill be resum ed.”

WITHOUT HOMES. 
There are at least a hundred fam ilies hom e­ 
less in th e streets that were happy yesterday in 
tfie possession of th eir liomes. 
One poor wom an, b e.ween h er h alf stifled 
sobs, told how that very evening her husband 
had paid a building association the last do lar 
they owned upon th e ir house and now all that 
rem ained was a confused mass of brick aud 
m ortar. 
T here are m any o th er cases alm ost parallel to 
this. 
Not only were houses dashed to the 
ground, but tne furniture, in m aav instances, 
was entirely destroyed. 
H undreds of thousands oi dollars’ w orth of 
goods lay last night upon the business streets at 
the m ercy ot thieves. 
It now seems almost lm- 
possible to find store-bouses for tee vast am ount 
of m erchandise. 
At m any places tow ering walls ot brick are 
oscillating in the air, ready to descend at any 
m om ent. The points oi danger are guarded by 
th e police aud a m ilitary com pany, who drive 
the surging crowds at the ]>oim oi the bayonet. 


IDENTIFYING FRIENDS AND RELATIVES. 
At the entrances of the various dead-rcom s 
stand a breathless m ob clam oring for adm it­ 
tance : but they are Invariably refused, unless it 
be to identify some relative or friend. Occa­ 
sionally, w hen one of th e latter enters, a sound 
of hall sob and h alf shriek reaches the outer 
doors. 
The telephone w ires are all down, and it will 
take ten days to get them up and w orking 
again. 
The search for victim s is going steadily on, 
and each hour adds largely to the alreadv'long 
list. 
Iu m any places m en labor in great danger of 
being buried beneath the tottering walls ut any 
mom ent, and other accidents are looked fur 
m om entarily. 


ADDING TO THE HORROR. 
An inspection of the water-works this af:er 
noon showed the pum ping pipe to be com ­ 
pletely w recked. 
Until repairs are com pleted 
no pum ping can be done, aud there is ouly 
about enough w ater in the reservoir to last five 
days. At the end of th a t tim e the public w ill 
have to depend on wells. It cannot be told 
now, however, how long it w ill take to repair 
the water-works. 
Crushed aud blackened ruins m ark the spot 
where last evening stood th e splendid large 
Union Depot at Seventh and River streets 
W hen the crash tam e the Louisville Southern 
train had just com e in and another train w a- 
ready to pull out again, but both were caught 
by the tailing m ass aud crushed like -hells. 
About a dozen people were injured, but it is 
thought uoue fatally. 
The wide river was disturbed by the fury of 
the tornado and is yet angry. W hat was left of 
the depot by the w ind is m om entarily th re a t­ 
ened by the strong waves th at surge under and 
about the platform s. 
From Seventh and R iver streets, as far down 
as can be seen, one continuous scene of desola­ 
tion m eets the eye, and bewilders the sp cta- 
tors. who never dream ed of anything so terrible. 
Everywhere is w reck and ruin". 


SOME DETAILS. 
The Carpenter A A nnear Iron Works, on 
E ighth street, a tour-story building, was blown 
down, aud some ot the em ployes injured. 
The wholesale liquor establishm ent ot Brown 
A Sou, on Eighth and Main streets, fell and in­ 
stantly caught fire. 
By hn-d work the firemen 
m anaged to control th e blaze. The building» 
adjacent to it were considerably torn up aud it 
i- quite positive th at several dead lay beneath 
the ruins. 
The great building at No. 75b Main street oc­ 
cupied by S. F. G unther, the tobacco m an, H. 
K. Tolw ater and Jam es W. Pratfer. was de­ 
m olished. as was also the im m ense building oc­ 
cupied by H 
A. T hierm au A Co., wholesale 
liquor dealers and distillers. 
in nearly all the business houses wrecked 
some one was injured, and fears are expressed 
that w heu the debris is finally cleared aivav 
m auy bodies w ill be found. 
M arket street this evening looks like a ruined 
village, as the devas:ation on this thoroughfare 
is nearly com plete 
Not a building escaped p ar­ 
tial or total dem olition. 
Pedesirianism through 
the Street is alm ost impossible, because of the 
wreckage. Iu m any ot the buildings families 
resided over the stores, and nearly iu every ca-e 
there are reports from the e of broken lim bs or 
severe injuries and otherw i-e to one or more of 
each little group. 
The cyclone seem ed only to have swept 
Broadway from Fifteenth to Ninth streets, but 
nearly al. the houses betw een these streets and 
on the intersecting 
streets are dem olished. 
From F it.eenth to sixteenth are mostly sm all 
tram e houses occupied by colored fam ilies. U n ­ 
roots were torn oil, but not a gieat am ount of 
dam age done, and none of the occupants were 
hurt. 
From Sixteenth down to N ineteenth, 
however, the destruction was terrible. 
In these 
three blocks the houses were larger and of a 
m uch better quality. Nearly every one of them 
was dem olished, but in m ostrases the occupants 
escaped w ith but slight injuries. 
The Catholic bunding- at Seventeenth and 
Broadway streets, live iu num ber, were all 
blown d >"wn, and Sister tin s was killed. All 
the other sisters escaped without injury 
At the corner of Sixteenth and Magazine 
street- one of the most horrible incidents oc­ 
curred. Three m en were eaught in th-s tailing 
tim bers of a two-story building and burned en­ 
tirely to blackened and charted masses in fall 
view of the people in the street 
They were 
Bud Sullivan, Wm. Deemer and Ben. Siertldt. 
Nick Phinem an, the ow ner of the building, es­ 
caped badly burned and bruised. It was three 
betore the" fire was stopped and the wreck 
cleared aw ay enough to get at the three meu: 
but so charred were they that friends were un ­ 
able to identify one from the other. 
At T hirteenth aud W alnut streets, in Odd 
Fellows’ H all, a colored lodge was in session. 
About eight colored m en were badly injured.

PARKLAND DEMOLISHED. 
Ail the entire w estern portion of P arkland, 
w hich lies ju st beyond the southw estern limit» 
of the city, was wrecked. The storm struck 
that place before reaching the city, aud its 
ooirse was a most peculiar oue. It did not 
move in a direct line, m owing down a path be­ 
fore it, but went about its dreadful work iu a 
zigzag fashiou. 
cm the outskirts of the town the iw j story 
brick residence ot Mavor Keepers was struck by 
the w ind and entirely dem olished. The occu­ 
pants escaped. 
A great num ber of houses were blovru down 
Dear l,y, but the inm ates were all up aud every 
oue m iraculously escaped, only a few being in­ 
jured, and they "not seriously. 
The track of the storm in P arkland was about 
three blocks wide. To the west ol the town 
from the direction in w hich the w ind cam e, a 
p ath several hundred yards wide is mowed 
down, trees being cut off like sta ks of grain 
before the reaper's scythe.

C i n c i n n a t i (Ohio), March 2»th.—Conductor 
R B . H oiburu, of the Louisville and Nashville 
Railway, brought his train into this city ,-ix 
hours late. 
Iu speaking ot the Louisville dis­ 
aster he said: "W e left there about 6 o'clock 
this m orning. All was confusion, 
i d id n 't see 
the tornado last night, but saw some ot the 
ruius. They are sim ply aw ful. E verything be­ 
tw een Seventh aud F ifteenth streets is raid 
waste. T his section em braces the m ain p an of 
th e city. 
The Union Depot on Seventh street is 
in ruins. 
“ lh e tornado struck the southw est part of 
the city aud ran in a zigzag course through the 
m ain part of tne business center, and, com ing 
out at the depot, crossed the river, dem olishing 
eight or nine blocks ol Jeffersonville, just 
across the river. Steam boats were driven be­ 
fore the wind like feathers. All along the line, 
com ing out from Louisville, telegraph poles, 
wire and tim ber are scattered in ail directions. 
We are late ior that reason. At La Grange, 
twenty-seven m iles from Louisville, there is 
m uch dam age. At Em ine, forty miles southeast 
ot Louisville, several persons were killed. The 
whole country com ing out of Louisville is oue 
mass of [>oles, tim bers, trees and other debris. " 


BEYOND DESCRIPTION. 
Train No. 8, over the same road, cam e in 
later. There were a few passengers on the 
train. 
Brakem au Crickets aud Mr. Williams 
w ere eye-witnesses to the terrible storm last 
night and said:

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THE MOST REM RKABLE SALT MINES 
IN THE WOELD.

B o o o t a , Colombia, Feb. 12, IS90. 
In order to give you some idea of rural 
life in Colombia, perm it me to tell you of 
a visit we have lately been making to the 
most famous salt mines in the world, 
w hich are located just beyond the village 
of Zipaquira, on the other edge of the 
great plain of Bogota. 
1 magine a jolly party on horseback, fol­ 
lowed by two mozos (men servants) and a 
donkey laden w ith hampers of luncheon, 
cantering gaily out of Bogota on a bright 
mid-winter 
morning, 
both beasts and 
riders invigorated by the warm, pure air 
of these tropical higlits, appearing to 
realize th at simply to be on top of this 
good, green earth ought to be joy enough 
for any living creature. 
The road, winding most of the way 
along the base of the foot-hills, passes 
stretches of swamp that are completely 
blackened bv m yriads of wild duck and 
other water-fowl, showing here and there 
a tall, w hite crane, a blue heron, or pink­ 
breasted flamingo, standing m editatively 
on one leg, all quite undisturbed by our 
approach. 
E ither 
the Colombians are 
not “m ightly hunters,” and so have never 
taught their beasts and birds the fear of 
man, or else the southern sun has imbued 
the latter with the same constitutional 
laziness and indifference to danger that 
characterizes the people; certain it is, that 
one need not waste a shot on most of the 
so-called wild game here, but may deliber­ 
ately walk up and knock it over with a 
club. 
Then come ijuintus, devoted chiefly to 
the cultivation of orchids for the Euro­ 
pean trade; gardens where the fruits and 
vegetables are raised that supply the m ar­ 
kets of Bogota; and small farms, green 
w ith wheat, corn, alfalfa and 
clover. 
N othing tells more truly of the even tem­ 
perature here than the various stages of 
the corn-fields, proving that seed-time and 
harvest are entirely in the hands of the 
husbandman. 
One field is ¡ust being 
plowed and planted; another by its side 
has a full crop of full-grown corn, on 
stacks higher than a man on horseback; 
w hile a third shows 
the green blades 
hardly a foot above the ground. 
It is the 
same way w ith the wheat. 
H ere are 
newly-sprouted fields like emerald velvet: 
close by are others in full head; some are 
being cut. by women, with sickles; and in 
many places the prim itive 


THRASHING FLOOR 
Is in operation. 
The latter is odd enough 
to deserve a paragraph, especially as it is 
an established institution all over South 
A merica. 
A level place ¡3 selected, a cir­ 
cular wall of adobe built round it, and the 
eartii covered with stones. 
The wheat is 
then thrown in, and a span of horses 
driven around and around the inclosure, 
until their tram ping has shelled out the 
kernels. 
Sometimes a flock of sheep is 
turned in and driven rapidly to and fro 
until the same purpose is accomplished. 
Then the women come in and separate the 
wheat from the chaff by hand, sifting the 
former into little piles and afterwards put­ 
ting it into bags. 
Presently we passed through the subur­ 
ban ville of Chapinero, which has a few 
poor houses of dried mud, surrounding a 
big and handsome church, capable of hold­ 
ing a great many more people than the 
neighborhood contains. 
Form erly great 
indulgences were granted, anil honors be­ 
stowed on whoever would build or endow a 
church, which probably accounts for their 
extraordinary number, many of them un­ 
used and falling to decay. 
We were booked to stop for breakfast at 
the potada (inn) of a wayside ranch called 
Santamler, but found the place so crowded 
that we were fain to go back a little way to 
a huge árbol de Peru (Peruvian pepper 
tree 1 and take our luncheon, al (retro, un­ 
der its drooping branches. Such a con­ 
fused conglomeration of dogs and donkeys, 
pigs and Babies, all rolling in the d irt to­ 
gether; besides a company of muleteers 
with their loaded animals, and farmers on 
horseback, each man with enormous spurs 
on his heels, a wide sombrero on his head, 
and a 
PONCHO 
E ntirely covering the rest of his figure. 
The poncho is another South American in­ 
stitution that must by no means be neg­ 
lected. 
It is nothing but a very large 
square blanket, of varying 
degrees of 
coarseness or elegance, with a short slit ex­ 
actly in the middle of it, only just large 
enough to adm it the wearer's head. 
H av­ 
ing thrust his head through this hole, 
which closes tolerably close around the 
neck, a man on horseback is completely 
covered, and well protected from dust, raiii 
or cold. 
The commoner sorts are of coarse 
sheep’s wool, woven by the Indians in 
their hand-looms; 
others are very fine, 
heavy and expensive, made of the long, 
silky wool of the llama or alpaca. 
I have 
seen a few from Chile that are really works 
of art; the outside of dark blue cloth, very 
thick and wooly, like the heaviest anil 
finest chinchilla, lined throughout with 
the same texture in brilliant 
scarlet. 
N othing could be better adapted for ocean 
or railway traveling, in any country; and 
nobody need be ashamed of the odd fash­ 
ion of a garm ent which so plainly shows 
it* value. 
The cheaper varieties are gen­ 
erally gaily striped, after the manner of 
Mexican zarapes: 
or are a dingy, yel­ 
lowish brown, the natural color of llama 
wool. 
The few huts surrounding Santander are 
roofed with grass and reeds, with holes cut 
in the thatch through which the smoke 
may escape, if it will. 
It seldom avails 
itself of the privilege, however, but fills 
the room and pours out of the door, from 
the fire of sticks built on the floor or on a 
sort of cairn or altar of adobe erected in 
the middle. 


THESE POOR HOME' 
A re like thousands of others all overSoutli 
America, wherein the lowest classes, who 
really comprise the bulk of the population, 
numerically, are l>orn, live and die, always 
in abject poverty, often in hunger, but in­ 
variably in a state of absolute content­ 
m ent. 
There are no windows in the wails, 
and frequently the entrance has no other 
door than a bit of brush set up on occasion, 
a stolen board, or an old blanket slung 
across. 
M other E arth furnishes the only 
flooring, chairs are unknown, and a bench 
or two, with a stationary table of solid 
adobe, or a few rough planks nailed to­ 
gether, are considered ample furnishing. 
A pile of straw covered with a blanket 
forms a luxurious l>ed, but oftener there 
are no beds at all, the people lying down 
on the ground wherever they like : 
while 
the pigs, fowls, goats, donkeys, or whatever 
live stock the family are so fortunate as to 
possess besides fleas, lice, et cetera, go in 
and out at will, as much at home inside as 
any of the other occupants. 
Ju st behind Santander the »teej> and 
rugged m ountain of Torca juts down to the 
roadside, covered with low shrubs and 
scant grass, where lean cattle are feeding. 
T hat accounts for the exigence of the 
hamlet, which otherwise would have no 
excuse for occupying the barren spot. 
W herever gras' grows among the hills 
cattle can l>e raised for the city m ark et; 
and of course there must be people to take 
care of the cattle. 
A fter a hasty luncheon fiom the ham ­ 
pers, eked out with coffee made gypsy 


fashion, and half an hour’s rest with our ridor, ever which the straw -thatched roof 
backs against the big pepper tree, whose of the house projects, all shaded by passion 
drooping branches were covered w ith fine, 
vines and the blue flowers of the" lobelia, 
delicate leaves resembling those of the sen- here called “azul.” 
T hat you may under- 
sitive plant, and loDg clusters of rose-pink stand something of domestic life among 
berries, we were again in the saddle. 
The well-to-do country people of Colombia, let

right, a village made famous by one feeble 
and crippled girl, who does the most won­ 
derful wood-carving, representing the peo­ 
ple, bird , beasts and characteristic scenes 
of Colombia. 
Inside the mine we followed a cartroad 
to higher and higher levels, instead of 
descending as in other mines. 
The dark­ 
ness, rendered more apparent by our flar­ 
ing tallow dips, was so intense th atitco u ld 
be felt, and the utter silence was some­ 
thing appalling. 
The walls were sup­ 
ported by solid columns of salt; salt every­ 
where, around, above, below, nothing but 
salt. 
Somebody spoke of Lot’s wife, and 
another quoted the Scriptural passage, 
"If the salt hath lost its flavor wherewith 
shall it be salted ?” 
The superintendent 
informed us th at this stupendous 


m o u n t a in o f s a l t 
Must have been formed by the ocean, 
which in prehistoric ages washed over the 
place where we were standing, but w hether 
geologists will agree with him I cannot 
say. 
In some places the salt was w hite as 
snow and sparkled like diamonds, but as a 
rule it was a dirty slate-color. 
Away up 
in the heart of the m ountain, where the 
air was close to oppression and the black­ 
ness and silence more terrible than before, 
is a little chapel, hollowed out of solid 
salt, in which is an image of the Virgin, 
surrounded by tall cros'es. 
N ight and 
day, from year to year, candles are always 
kept burning in front of this strange shrine, 
and miners never fail to say their prayers 
here on entering the mine, fully lielieving 
that this aloue saves them from falling 
into the clutches of the evil spirits of the 
mountain. 
It was an indescribable relief to find our­ 
selves once more in the warm, sweet sun­ 
shine, with the breath of heaven alxmt 
us. 
We brought away some crystals from 
the river and some coagulated drops of salt 
from the works, th at h id fallen out of the 
kettles and formed themselves into the 
most curious shapes, like frozen snow, to 
put beside some equally strange formations 
which I obtaineu last year from the great 
Salt I-ake in L’tah. 
Zipaquira is a charm ing little village, 
celebrated for its lovely gardens and flow­ 
ery patios, especially for its orchids and 
pansies. 
The last-named favorites are 
poetically called pensamientos 
thoughts), 
rem inding one of O phelia’s words, "H ere’s 
pansies for thoughts.” 
There is a hand­ 
some church and many pretty residences. 
T he market-place occupies the plaza that

The walls of the adjacent houses 
are riddled with shot, and there are many 
other traces of “war’s wild alarum .” 


JURATENA, 
The quinta at w hich we were entertained, 
is shut in among the hills and reached by 
lanes overhung with creen cones of the 
esmeralda, bushes covered w ith yellow 
berries, pine-shaped and poisonous, which 
the natives call Pena de Diablo tiie dev­ 
il’s pineapple 1 and pretty pink flowers of 
the l'v a de Monte.

Chipm an was speaking on th e subject of the in­ 
crease and decrease of population in various 
counties in California, and said a nearly correct 
estim ate of popula-ion could be obtained by 
m ultiplying th e num ber of school children 
by 5}<. 
In eight years Colusa county had increased its 
school atten d m ce 64; Solano county had de­ 
creased fn a in the same tim e: Sacram ento county- 
had decreased by S60; Sau Joaquiu county, a 
very la;g - and fertile county, had iuereased but 
6i2 in its school attendance; San B ernardino 
had increased in th at tim e 3,329 children of 
school age. and Los Angeles had increased its 
school attendance in eight years bv 16,174. an 
increase of population of neariv one hundred 
thousand in th at tim e in th i, county. 


SOME IMPORTANT FACTS. 
W. H. Mills said he would attem pt to show the 
causes of this m eager population in large and 
fertile counties oi California. One wav to in ­ 
crease the popu.ation would be the broasing up 
o f large holdings into sm all ones, thus provid­ 
ing for a greater num ber of people. One great 
disadvantage the people 01 tais sta te labored 
under was the fact th a t they paid the highe't 
price of any peop'e on the face of the eartu for 
th eir articles.

have no m anufacturing enterprises 'in this

We take for ex ­ 
am ple, raw wool. The wool of any eountrv in 
its stap’e ought to be m anufactured by that 
people, at least to the extent of th eir own use 
We raise a large annual crop of wool 
We ship 
it to the East 
carrying 
lor tv erv hundred 
pounds shipped sixty pounds of dirt. 
When 
our wool is cleaned it loses 69 per cent of its 
w eight, and, hence, for every hundred pounds 
of wool exported we export sixty pounds of 
dirt. W e pay th e cost of exporting this staple 
aud its dirt. W e sustain a population engaged 
m its m anufacture abroad. 
We lose the oppor­ 
tunity of m anufacturing the staple into fabric 
The wool in the staple is worth tram II to 20 
cents per pound, w hile the wool iu the fa b ric 's 
w orth from SI to 52 per pound. 
If we m anufact­ 
ured the entire wool clip of the .- ate of Ca'ifor- 
nia, we w ould therefore m ultiple from live to 
tea tim es the value we receive' from it now 
and the increase in its value, by reason of con­ 
verting it into a fabric from the staple would 
be the rew ard of our industry, the creation of 
w ealth. It is art, skill and intelligence which 
produce w ealth 
Tne speaker illustrated this

by senator Frye of .Maine, relating the increase

PRODUCE FROM ABROAD. 
Continuing, Mr. Mills said: “We raise the 
hops and we raise the barlev, which we export 
for the m anufacture of beer in other countries 
to be reim ported in the form of the liquid. All 
tooj did \\ as to add the water. We, therefore 
im port the w ater added to our hops aud our 
bariey, aud tne extent of thic im portation runs 
up into toe m illions 
It has been definitely as­ 
certained that the city of San Francisco con­ 
sumes SInuOO.OOo w orth of beer per annum . I 
uev®r dran k a pint of beer in my liie, but I 
would nke the .State to get tne benefit derived 
from the m aking of this beer. The sale of the 
raw m aterial was the sale of th e opportunity to 
prea*e w ealth. 
\\ hen we sell the stsple wool at 
J<J cents a pound and purchase back the same 
woo» iu the form oi tne fabric at i2 per pound 
we lost the opportunity of creating zl tO. There 
are no dingent industries in this atate. W ithin 
a short tim e seven carloads of potatoes were 
brought to etockton from Wisconsin. Scarcelv 
a day during the whole w inter that I cou d not 
see from my window a t least one carload of live 
chickens from Iow a aud Illinois. W ithin three 
blocks of w here I am speaking 1 cau show vou 
potatoes «mported trom G erm any and pears from 
r rauca. 
Ih e potatoes were little things not 
bigger than marbles. It i = the lack of this dili­ 
gent Kind ol industry which has prevented this 
M ate from being populous. Now Genera! Chip­ 
m an has callea the attention of the Hoard to the 
increase in the school population m Los Angeles 
county, 
ile has shown th at whereas, iu Co­ 
lusa county, the increase in eight years has 
been about til, in Los Angeles It is lfi.174. The 
ditierenee between the two counties is due to 
the difference between the systems of land 
holdings. In Colusa county iaree areas are 
held lor wheat growing purposes. 
In Los An­ 
geles county tw enty a; res of irrigated land have 
been found sufficient to em ploy the industry of 
a single agriculturist. T h ey 'h av e fouuded a 
com m onw ealth upon sm all holdings. Colusa 
county was composed of large holdings devoted 
to th e cultivation of cereals. Every twenty 
acres of irrigated land in Los Angeles county is 
affording as rnucii em plovm ent and m aintain­ 
ing as great a num ber ot people as each ::20 
acres in Colusa county. 


TH E CURSE O t LARGE I.AND HOLDINGS. 
"T he advantage ot area was in favor of Colusa 
county. There are m ore acres of cultivable 
laud there than in Los Angeles county. There 
is n oesstntial difference as to clim ate,"as to fer­ 
tility, as to capability to become productive un­ 
der a proper state of cultivation. 
Los Angeles 
increases its population 100,OoO in eight years. 
Colusa c lunty rem ains at a standstill. The dif­ 
ference is not referable to any physical ad v an t­ 
age which Los Angeles county possesses over 
Colusa county; but to the difference of enterprise, 
diligence aud a proper appreciation of the ad ­ 
vantages of th eir county. 
Los Angeles m ade 
the highest use of its soil and its clim ate; Co­ 
lusa county has been content to rem ain in a 
prim itive state of developm ent, having the 
m ost barbarous m ethods of cultivation w hich 
is delerti.izing its soil and depopulating its 
borders. Large laud holdings in California have 
been its curse. They have displaced settlem ent 
and elim inated civilization. The large land­ 
lord is my pet aveision, aud the world w ill lose 
nothing w hen that class becomes extinct. Mo­ 
nopoly of the soil is monopoly of the opt ortu- 
n jt'es of m en. 
The large landholder is the 
hignw aym au of California who says, ’stand and 
deliver.’ upon every attem pt at progress in the 
state. 
He is an incubus, and there is no neces­ 
sity for his existence at all. 
The ranch-house 
of the large landholders of California is usually 
a hovel. 
It is devoid of ornam entation: i* has 
no trees about it to cus: a grateful shade; ro 
vines tw ine over its door; no ffowers at its 
threshold: nothing to soften th e landscape; 
nothing whicn would indicate a hom e had 
gro an out of the hearts of m en, and to w hich 
the young men and the young wom en born and 
reared there could turn in later years w ith af 
fection as the hom e ot th eir childhood. N othing 
surrounds the ranch-house of California th at is 
not calculated to repel its young people and 
■ lrive them fo-th in haie of the country in w hich 
they were raised. Those people spend three 
m onths on th eir ranches ane the rest of the 
year are attending horse rac»s.

of ife in Seattle. To an Eastern m an Seattle 
aud San F rant isco are but two dots on the map. 
It had been teleg rap h 'd to the Fast that a large 
num ber of people in San Francisco were out of 
em ploym ent. The pictures of the destitution 
here had been overdraw n. The r.vop’e of Seat­ 
tle confirmed this m isrepresentation bv an offer 
oi 55 0 to to relieve the destitution of .-’an F ran­ 
cisco. Tnis fact was telegraphed to the Ea-t. 
Now, w hat was the conttast produced bv this 
situation ’ It represented the people of Califor­ 
nia not only not worthy to receive any incom ­ 
ing population, but the cx sting population in 
this State was rep re -tn u d to be in a condition 
of starvation. On the other hand the im pres­ 
sion it gave of Seattle was one of grea" prosper­ 
ity. not only able to give its population profita­ 
ble em ploym ent, but w ith m unificent hand to 
relieve the penury and destitution afflicting the 
metropolis of the Pacific t 
- 
i. had ab o 
gone abroad that, notw ithstanding the fertility 
ot our state, the rew ard which industry re­ 


ceives for the cultivation of the soil, th e po-si 
bullies offered everyw here for profitable agri­ 
culture and horticulture, a large num ber of 
unem ployed were actually found in .'an fra n - 
cisc ■. 
"No m an sym pathizes m ore than I do w ith 
the unem p.oyed, but a very large proportion of 
tnese were the unw orthy and idle. 
t\e had a 
great round-up of tram ps from aii over th “ 'ta te 
in San Francisco. It was stated bv a gentlem an 
from the country th st for the past’ four m ouths 
not a single tram p bad been seen anvw here in 
the state. 
It required about 
tram ps prop­ 
erly distributed over the Stale to fill up the 
tram p population during 
the season when 
tram p ug in the country was profitable and 
agretable. This predatory class had. during 
tne inclem ent w inter, drifted to the cities, and 
especially to ia u Francisco. T heir com ing had 
ofiered a sudden and unexpected com petition 
in the labor m arket. With th e com ing ox spring 
and the drying up of the roads, a very large 
proportion of the unem p:oved in this eitv will 
be dispersed and distributed throughout the 
country. 
Kepresentations such as the Seattle 
incident, the telegram s sent East dem anding 
th at the Governm ent oi th e United btates dis­ 
tribute rations to alleviate the condition of 
fam ine reprec-nted to exist here, could undo in 
?,a ?.)v eei m ore than an organization iike the 
California state Board of Trade could do in 
vesrs. They had no cry of the unem ployed in 
Los Auge.es. I was proud to see that th s peo­ 
ple of san Francisco had rejected the offer of 
Seattle. Competition is betw een us and the 
northw est territory of the Pacific coas:. The 
Northwest is attracting five tim es ’he popula­ 
tion tnat California is. 
The im m igrant who 
leaves the Eastern states has his choice between 
California aud the Northwest. These are the 
only two places that are attracting population, 
we m ust get hold of the industries in such a 
way th a t we shall be able to m anufacture.”

THE WOMAN QUESTION. 


A w riter in the Inter-Ocean, w hich has 
opened its columns to the discussion of 
‘‘The W oman Question,” claims, in the 
m atter of the employment of women in 
business vocations, that it is her right to 
enter them, and that the need for her be­ 
coming self-helpful is im perative. 
But 
when she has said all that, and supported 
it by ingenious argum ent addressed more 
to the sympathies than to the reason, she 
adds that after all it is not woman’s true 
sphere. 
T hat is to say, business is irksome 
to a woman as it is not to a man. 
Among 
other reasons this graceful w riter advances 
some in support of this view, that are not 
often mentioned: T hat housewifery admits 
of infinite variation, while business has 
none; it is treadm ill work all the time, 
fttlvipe, day after day the same. 
She says: 


In housewifely 
<Im>' cverta;\u daily routine 
m ust be gone through, í>Vf there are, even m 
the busiest day, h alf hours th&l fan be spent in 
reading, in setting a few stitches ;i> a bit ot 
fascinating em broidery, c h a ir íü í’*' 
a i l l -ier- 
running out for a breath Oí :>esb air or a look 
at the sunshine. 
In business these are all 
luxuries w hich m ust be sacrified entirely. It 
m ust be business only, from 8 to 6. or longer, 
and every self-indulgence or neglect ot the 
work in hand, m eans blunder, waste oí precious 
tim e, aud iaim re. 
T he wom an who expects to succeed can not 
stroll down town w hen the lancy -uits her, -eat 
herselt at her desk or her type-w riting m achine, 
and do the things th at please here, Snow and 
m ud and ram m ust have no terrors, and aches 
and pains m ust be banished and forgotten. Not 
onlv'm ust exactness, prom ptness and reliability 
be cultivated from the very beginning, but there 
m ust be. in most work, au entire relinquish­ 
m ents ot personal prejudices and desires. If all 
the virtues can be cultivated and the faults 
elim inated, there is still another quality—hard­ 
est of all—to be cultivated, and th at is en­ 
thusiasm in one's calling, or as it is term ed 
professional pride. This m eans loving work for 
w ork's sake: finding in it satisfaction, the pleas­ 
ure iu doing it well: w illingness to endure 
fatigue, possibly injustice, and lack of apprecia­ 
tion, and finally, to receive less than a m an 
would be paid tor doing the -am e task perhaps 
not h alf so well. The latter requirem ents con­ 
stitute the sentim ent of business, but i: is as 
necessary for succes- in business as it is to hap­ 
piness in life. 
Aud if the conditions are too 
hard, then the young wom an who w ants a 
career would better rem ain at home. 
Precisely, ami with very few exceptions 
the best place for all women is home. 
Business life for women means a weaning 
away from home tastes, destruction of do­ 
mesticity, disinclination anil unfitness for 
matrimony and m aternity, breaking down 
of the chivalrous sentim ent, and the strip­ 
ping from woman of that femininity that 
is her chief charm and her strongest, 
broadest shield. Moreover, entry into busi­ 
ness lowers wages, and excludes from busi­ 
ness walks men who could earn more and 
become the builders of homes. 
If, as the 
correspondent 
of the Inter-Ocean says, 
there is here and there a woman who is 
successful in business, it is because she has 
passed through the fires of bitter experi­ 
ence. 
She has learned dispatch by days of toilsome 
drudgery: she has acquired correctness by re­ 
pairing a thousand m ortifying mistakes, and 
every hour of leisure represents days 
and 
m ouths of overwork for which there was no ap­ 
parent com pensation of any sort. 
Her success 
is the •outwaxd and visible sign' of a struggle 
in w hich any but a less determ ined nature 
m ust have despaired 
Well ¡or her if in the 
struggle she does not lose her wom anly grace 
and sweetness, and sacrifice her faith in hum an 
nature. 
Not oue privilege does she enjoy but 
th a t it has had au equivalent in failure and 
anguish known only to herself. 
And we rej>eat w ith the writer, "well 
for her if in the struggle she does not lose 
her womanly grace and sweetness, and sac­ 
rifice her faith in ¡human nature,” and all 
simply Wcause business life is unnatural 
for her, and in it she is out of line with 
the purpose of her being. 
However harsh 
it may seem to say so, we have no hesi­ 
tancy in declaring that the worst use a 
man can put his daughters to in reputable 
life is to take them from the home and 
place them in w hat is ordinarily under­ 
stood to be business vocations. 
There are 
certain callings iu line with domestic life 
and womanly nature, and in the fine arts, 
for which women are fitted by their femi­ 
nine attributes, and in these there is a 
wide field for employment, but beyond 
them the area of occupation offered is in 
antagonism to her natural self. In another 
column o f the R e c o r d -U x io n this subject 
is discussed more elaborately. 
The article 
may repay the thoughtful to read and 
ponder upon. 


WHY WE SHOULD 
HAVE 
INTERNA­ 
TIONAL COPYRIGHT, 


T he friends of the international copy­ 
right bill have become alarmed liecause of 
a rumor th a t efforts are being made to 
array the newspaper press against the 
measure, 
W e are inclined to the belief 
th a t it is a false alarm. B ut if the attem pt 
is made it will not succeed. 
The news- 
pajier press is as a rule doing its own 
thinking, and is jealous of outside efforts 
to control its expression. 
The newspaper 
men pretty thoroughly understand this 
copyright question. 
They know that the 
bill in question extends copyiight only to 
works printed from type set in this coun- 
trv, and published simultaneously with the 
issue of the work in the foreign country. 


If there should be some instances of for­ 
eign periodicals containing m atter copy­ 
righted here, the proposed law expressly 
provides th at any editor may im port copies 
of such periodicals, and then he will have 
the freedom to quote he now enjoys. 
The bill is intended to insure to literary 
men fair return for the results of their 
labors, and to prevent piracy of the pro­ 
ducts of their brains. 
I t should therefore 
have the support of all fair-minded peo­ 
ple, and those who believe in the “live- 
and-let-live” policy. 
As is rem arked by 
the committee of authors in charge of the 
bill: 
The success of m agazines and syndicates of 
widely distributing copyri* ht m atter at a sm all 
price shows th at th e questiou o! the paym ent to 
the author is hut a very sm alt item in'the ulti­ 
m ate cost of the m aterial to the consum er, and 
will not perceptibly affect th e proprietor of 
"patent insides," nor affect the country paper 
using electrotype m atter at a!!, unless lavor- 
aDly. by giving him possibly a larger proportion 
of Am erican m atter. 
W e are for the bill because of a few rea­ 
sons that seem to us unanswerable. 
L iter­ 
ary product should have the same protec­ 
tion of the nation of its author that is ac­ 
corded to other property. 
If property is 
entitled to legal protection, it should have 
it, no m atter where found. 
The bill is iu 
line with th at provision of the Federal 
Constitution providing th at Congress may 
legislate to promote the progress of science 
and the useful arts by securing to authors 
aud inventors for a lim ited tim e the ex­ 
clusive right to their w riting and dis­ 
coveries. 
It is a wise hill, because the ex­ 
perience of other civilized nations has 
proved that sim ilar measures are promo­ 
tive of literary scholarship. 
Authorship 
is the only industry th at is not now pro­ 
tected from p iracy ; it receives no bounty 
from the Government, and asks for no 
assistance in any form. 
But a crowning 
reason tor the bill is that its passage will 
give new value to the tradem ark of au­ 
thorship, and thus ruu to the benefit of all 
readers, for th at the reading public cannot 
now know the genuine from the spurious 
work, is a fact all realize. 
As a result, we 
are forced to rely upon the publisher’s in­ 
tegrity : so it has come to pass that readers 
buy books hearing the im print of certain 
publishing houses ou the faith th at such 
publishers will not deal in spurious edi­ 
tions; but the international copyright bill 
will put an end to garbling, carving and 
m utilating literary works, and the pass­ 
ing off' of such editions as full, true and 
genuine. 
An exam ple is in point just now, 
when the country is being flooded with 
spurious and ingeniously disguised coun­ 
terfeits of Stanley’: work, a work yet 
in MS. 
The bill ought to pass because au­ 
thors are unanimous for it, and they com­ 
prise some of the best and truest intellects 
of the age, and those th at are as patriotic 
as any of the nation. 
The great body of 
literature will be made cheaper by the 
operation of the bill, while it may render 
the cheap foreign fiction higher—an end 
devoutly to be wished for. 
It will give 
American books in the American market 
a better chance to sell, for the handicap of 
the foreign pirate will be removed, and 
the ability of our own pirates to bear 
down the American book m arket will be 
seriously crippled. 
The reason for this is 
th at promotion of the home m arket for 
the home product of books will operate to 
cheapen home books by increasing their 
sales, and at the same tim e foreign works 
that are w ithin the scope of the bill, and 
from authors in nations coming under its 
operations, will have a fair chance to com­ 
pete in our m arket w ithout coming in un­ 
der the pirate’s flag. 
It will give, on the 
other hand, to the works of American 
authors a m arket abroad that they cannot 
otherwise have and receive returns from. 
Under the present system the foreign 
pirate can reproduce the work of the 
American author and not pay him a soli­ 
tary cent for the stolen property. 
For 
these and other reasons not necessary to 
catalogue we favor The A uthors’ League 
bill and hope th a t it may become a law. 


OF PAINT ADULTERATIONS AGAIN 


A few days ago th e R e c o r d -U n ió n 
pointed out th at w hite lead is greatly 
adulterated. 
In an Eastern city sixteen 
lauded brands were chemically tested, and 
not one of them was found to be pure white 
lead. 
A correspondent who is a chemical 
expert, writes to the R e c o r d -U n io n to 
say th at it is certainly true that white lead 
is much adulterated, and hence it is th at 
some painters can so much underbid others, 
since the difference in the cost of the pure 
and the spurious article is very great, when 
the painter by reason of his technical 
knowledge can avail of the cheaper article. 
Sulphate of barium is a common article 
used to adulterate this base of good paints_ 
But in th at instance there is additional se­ 
curity had against fire, since the barium 
resists the action of fire stubbornly. 
Now 
while gypsum (plaster of I’aris) enters 
largely into adulterated w hite lead, we are 
not told how the spurious articles can be 
readily detected. 
Some one will confer a 
favor on the public by pointing out some 
means of testing lead that any one may 
apply w ithout consulting a chemist. 
We are told also by our correspondent 
that there is a greater danger and injury 
still than from adulterated w hite lead, to 
w it: in the use of a very volatile vehicle 
for the spreading of the lead other than 
oil and turpentine. 
Thus, if minera 1 
naptha, aud sim ilar substances, such as 
benzine and gasoline, are carried into the 
m ixture, the painter can make it spread 
over a very greatly larger surface, and 
hence 
large 
profits, 
or small 
prices 
and under-bidding. 
But the consumer 
finds th at very soon his painted surface 
loses its gloss and color, while the inflamma­ 
bility of the surface is greatly increased, 
and w ater in case of fire in the dwelling is 
found to have little or no effect in sub­ 
duing the flames. 
Indeed, these volatile 
fluids will burn in the midst of water and 
despite its application. 
It is asserted th a t where highly glazed 
surfaces are made by paint or by the use 
of dam ar varnish, the inflam mability is 
greatly increased, and the assertion is also 
made that a fire in a hotel in this city 
some years ago, in which there was loss of 
life, was a vicious fire only because of the 
glazed surfaces of the woodwork, secured 
through the use of “dam ar.-’ 
The rapid 
spread of the fire in the residence of Sec­ 
retary W hitney in W ashington recently, 
is accounted for on the same plane. 
The 
use of these volatile liquids in paints 
creates a large demand for them that re­ 
sults in much storage of th e goods, and ,i 


a consequence the fire danger in towns and 
cities is augmented. 
W ithout th at technical information nec­ 
essary to arrivae at the exact facts, we 
cannot say how far these uses referred to 
go, or to w hat extent fire risks are in­ 
creased because of the augmented demand 
for the volatile fluids. 
But under the 
charges made it might lie well for munici­ 
pal authorities to examine into the sub­ 
ject and provide precautions equal to 
meeting the increased risk, if any. 
But 
it would seem undeniable th at the intro­ 
duction into paints of unusual substances 
that render structures more inflammable 
ought to be prohibited. 
Perhaps the law 
already meets the case, but we think that 
it does not. 
There is no reason whatever 
why the adulteration oi paint bases should 
not be put under the ban of the law as 
well as the adulteration of food. 
In the 
one case it is the health of the consumer 
that the law seeks to protect from knavery, 
in the other it is his property. 
W e ought 
to be able in this age to guarantee to 
every citizen that the article he buys is 
w hat it is represented to be, under a pen­ 
alty of punishm ent for misrepresentation. 
A nother correspondent 
writes to the 


R e c o r d -U x io x to say th at in his Eastern 
home he knows of a farm th at yields to its 
owner enormous sums annually from the 
heavy w hite earth, terra alba, that is mined 
from deposits on the farm for the sole pur­ 
pose of adulterating paint bases. 
This is 
probably hut one instance of many. 
Cer­ 
tainly the subject is one of such interest as 
to engage the attention of the State, with 
a view to protecting the people against 
these fraudulent compounds. 


T H E PRESS ASSOCIATION 


The Press Association of N orthern and 
Central California will hold its semi-an­ 
nual session in this city, beginning on Mon­ 
day next. 
It is hoped th at there will be 
a full attendance. 
W hen the Association 
met last September, in annual session, a 
regular programme was laid out and im­ 
portant and valuable papers read aud ad­ 
dresses made. 
For this session no pro­ 
gramme has been prepared; this omission 
is purposive, and whatever is done will 
be of an impromptu character. 
■Since the annual session an Association 
of “Proprietors,” outside of cities, has been 
formed w ithin the original Association, 
and by the advice of the latter, for adver­ 
tising business purposes only. 
We under- 
-tand that a fair measure of success has 
met the movement, and that it has prom­ 
ise of still greater. 
The business of that 
branch of the organization is distinct from 
the general features and purposes of the 
Association, and should be considered apart 
from them . 
It is to be hoped that the 
houre of the session will be m ainly devoted 
to consideration of the ethics of the pro­ 
fession and to informal consideration of 
means to 
better 
the 
organization, to 
strengthen it and build up a fraternity of 
feeling and sentiment th at will tend to the 
elevation of newspaper work, and the re­ 
moval of such reproaches as may attach to 
it. 
The many press associations at the 
East have found th at these organizations 
are powerful for good in th at direction, 
and that they result in the establishment 
of a code among newspaper men th at ren­ 
ders their calling pleasanter, stronger and 
more useful to the age. 
There is very little if any danger to be 
feared from the efforts of this order that 
are put forth to dignify and give character 
to a much abused and misrepresented call­ 
ing ; nor is there any danger of newspaper 
men becoming too well acquainted w ith 
each other, or of too often counseling 
with one another upon the means of ad­ 
vancing to higher standards of excellence 
the press of the interior. 
W e do not 
know of any other profession th at is so lit­ 
tle in communion, or the ties between the 
members of which are so weak. 
In this 
age of unions, there is among the newspa­ 
per workers a woeful lack of fraternity 
and a deplorable absence of th at esprit du 
corps th at should characterize a body of 
workers for the public good. 
L et us hope th at at the approaching 
session there will develop an earnest in­ 
tent to cultivate closer relations between 
California journalists, to the end th at the 
profession may command among the people 
more respect, and among its membership 
greater regard for the ethics of gentility, 
manliness and the cleanly conduct of the 
press. 


THE GREAT DISASTER. 


The terrible disaster at Louisville, K en­ 
tucky, and in th at vicinity, by which many 
lives were lost and a great number of 
buildings demolished, shocks the entire 
country. 
It 
was 
announced 
in 
the 


R e c o r d-U NION 
dispatches 
on 
Friday. 
The 
details 
at 
the 
hour of 
this 
writing are too meager to enable us to 
estimate correctly the actual loss of life. 
Enough is know n'how ever, to make it 
certain that a great storm of wind visited 
the central W est on Thursday, and that 
houses were blown down in all directions 
and hundreds of people killed in the ruins. 
The storm appears to have had its birth 
upon the great plains of the West, gath­ 
ered in intensity as it traveled eastward 
and northward, and in the vicinity of 
Louisville became a cyclone. 
The towns 
and cities along its route felt it with more 
or less of severity, those suffering most 
th at were nearest to th e point where it 
culm inated in a cyclone. 
The sym pathy 
of the nation will go out to our unfortu­ 
nate fellow-citizens who have suffered by 
this visitation of the elements, and all 
assistance th at can be rendered will be 
extended with that bounteousness and 
celerity th at is characteristic of the Amer­ 
ican people. 
We can hope th at in a few 
days, when the exact facts are ascertained, 
the damages will not prove so extensive as 
are now reported, and th at the loss of life, 
as now stated, will be found to be exag­ 
geration. 
Since the foregoing was in type advices 
have been received showing that, as we 
hoped would prove true, the first accounts 
of the disaster at Louisville were much 
over-colored. 
T here was woeful loss of 
life, but happily it was not nearly so large 
as feared. 
Probably 200 people were 
killed by the cyclone in th a t city, and 
several blocks of houses were prostrated. 
It is very sorrowful as it is, and the af­ 
flicted city will be condoled w ith by all 
the people, but that it is not true that 
many hundred of lives were lost is cause 
for thankfulness. 


T h e authorities in San Francisco have 
captured a young woman who has been 
setting fire to houses, but has eluded arrest 
for some time. 
W hen at last taken, she 
sets up the novel defense that when she 
drinks beer she has an irresistible im ­ 
pulse to set houses on fire : she therefore 
thinks she should be set at liberty as hav­ 
ing no crim inal intent. 
The law officers 
of the city should be irresistibly im¡>elled 
to prosecute, and the Courts and juries to 
convict her, and put her where she cannot 
procure the brand of beerthat creates irre­ 
sistible incendiary impulses. 
Punishm ent 
of the class of criminals who claim to 
have a mania for their criminal acts will 
have a tendency to put a check to their 
activity. 
They are all cunning enough to 
realize what punishm ent means and to 
avoid it.

O F IN TER E ST TO BO NDSM EN. 


In D epartm ent Tw o of th e Superior 
C ourt yesterday Judge V an Fleet delivered 
three opinions from th e bench, w hich are 
of local interest and general im portance. 
T he cases w ere those of the contest of the 
petition of M ary C. Rode for letters of ad­ 
m inistration on th e estate of h er father, 
th e late Joseph B auquier; of M. S. Xevis vs" 
M. J. & J . L. Azsvedo, and of F . J . M oore 
vs. D. W . E arl, all of w hich had been re­ 
cently tried, argued and subm itted. 
In his 
decision in the B auquier case Judge V an 
F leet said : 
This is a contest as to the appointm ent of the 
party nam ed in the w ill, Mary C. Kode, to act 
as executrix of the w ill of the deceased. Joseph 
Bauquier died iu Novem ber last, and left a will 
in w hich he appointed his daughter Marv o’ 
Kode. the executrix 
¡h e contest is m ade 
under .Section 1351 of th e Code of Civil Proced­ 
ure, w hich provides th a t certain parties m av 
contest the appointm ent of the party nam ed as 
executor iu the will, upon the various grounds 
enum erated in t-eetiou lt-50. The objections 
raised here tai! generally under the th ird sub­ 
division o! th at section, w hich provides th a t no 
person is com petent to serve as executor who 
at th e tim e th e will is adm itted to probate is 
•third, adjudged by th e Court incom petent to 
execute the duties of the trust by reason of 
drunkenness, im providence or w ant of u nder­ 
standing or integrity.” 
T he general allegations iu the opposition to 
the appointm ent of the executrix in this in ­ 
stance are th at, subsequent to the tim e ot the 
m aking of the w ill by the decedent, she lived 
alone w ith him in h is house and exerted influ­ 
ence over him and procured him , by undue in- 
l.ueuce, m isrepresentation and falsehood—iu 
retereuee to other m em bers of his fam ily—to 
m ake to her a conveyance ot a large part of his 
estate, i should judge from the general state­ 
ment as to the value ot the estate that it 
am ounted to about two-thirds of it. it appears 
th at the decedent m ade his will on September 
l/tn . 
He had been, some tim e prior to that 
tim e injured, and from the tim e o f his injury 
was tailing; he was in m iserable heaith. about 
the tim e th a t th e w ill was m ade he was taken 
to his bed. 
lie was still able to be around a 
little, but was weak and m i.s.rabie physically. 
By the will he divided h is property comalív 
am ong his tour children, nam ing them. 
After 
that tim e aim between then and the date nt tii- 
death —some tim e in N ovem ber-these various 
conveyances and transfers of property were 
m ade to tne petitioner. She was. as ‘l have 
suggested, living w ith him m his house. At 
various tim es, w hile she was living w ith him 
alone, these conveyances and transfers were 
m ad-, under circum stances which, it is charged, 
involved the use of undue influence u o g u niui 
by Ins daughter. 
The only question is wnether there are tacts 
shown which, iu the judgment of the law, 
renders this petitioner incompetent to admin­ 
ister upon this estate. X have had occasion in 
the matters ot two different estates prior to this 
—the estate ot Bryte and the estate of Carmodv 
—to examine into this subject verv thoroughly. 
They were cases strikingly similar iu their'gen­ 
eral features to this. I arrived al the conclu­ 
sion in those cases, after a very careful exami­ 
nation ot the law, that where it appear- from 
the evidence that subsequently to the execution 
ot the will facts had transpired which iu their 
nature would tend to place tbe proposed exec­ 
utor or executrix in an attitude of hostility and 
antagonism to the other heirs of the estate', that 
implieuly. under the law. it raised a want "of 
compe ency as contemplated by Section 1350 of 
the Code ol Civil Procedure. 
I freely state here th at there was nothing ap­ 
pearing m the evidence to indicate a w ant of 
moral soundness iu the petitioner, but iu mv 
judgm ent the use of the word Integrity in tha’t 
section has a blonder significance tiian th at 
- jCtl is ordinarily attached to th at term . 
I 
hud that W ebster, iu his definition of th at word 
gives it a significance which would operate to 
prevent th i^p e tltio n er from receiving the ap­ 
pointm ent to execute this trust. 
Webster -a- - 
in ills definition oi integrity, "freedom from 
every biasing or corrupting influence or m otive 
—used especially w ith reference to dealings be- 
tweeu m en in the fulfillment ol contracts* the 
discharge of agencies, trusts, and the like, up­ 
rightness. 
] have no doubt, from the general 
features of our code on this subject, and the 
power th at is vested in the Court to inquire into 
th e fitness of parties w ho are nam ed not onlv 
as executors, b ut who seek letters of adm inis­ 
tration, that tiii.a term has b etu used bv the 
Legislature iu its broadest sense, so as to enable 
the Court in any case, where it appears th at by 
reason of the circum stances, there is an an tag ­ 
onism nt interests between the party nam ed 
and the e-tate and likely to be bias or prejudice 
on the part of the party seeking to adm inister 
such a trust as this in dealing with the estate 
am i the heirs, the law raises by im plication a 
w ant of th at ch aracter of com petency w hich is 
contem plated to entitle one to adm inister on 
the estate. 
In accordance w ith these conclu­ 
sions, the petition of Mary C. Kode lor letters 
testam entary will he denied.

The case of M. S. Nevis vs. M. J. and J 
I. A zivedo was an action tr enjoin the de­ 
fendants from th e use of th e nam e ‘ Eagle 
W inery,” w hich is claim ed by th e plaintiff 
as a trade-uiark. 
T he facts, in substance’ 
are th e s e : 
A bout 1S80 the plaintiff, Nevis, 
established a w inery at 
th e corner of 
E ighteenth and P streets, in this city. 
H e 
adopted as the nam e under w hich tie con­ 
ducted the w inery "E agle W inery,” and 
painted the w ords in large letters across a 
considerable portion of th e face of the 
building. 
Thereafter, for a n u m b er of 
years and up to 1S88, he conducted the 
business alone, under th at title, and had 
stencils m ade by w hich he m arked his 
packing-boxes. 
barrels, 
puncheons 
and 
other vessels for the holding and transpor­ 
tation of his w ines w ith those w ords. 
In 
bis review of th e facts of the case, Judge 
V an F leet s a id : 
In i'SS he took into partnership with him the 
defendants ami sold to them a two-thirds In­ 
terest in his business. At that time the office 
and principal operating 
department of the 
Eagle Winery still remained at Eighteenth and 
P streets, and the name remained 011 the build­ 
ing 
At the time of the formation ol this co­ 
partnership the plaintiff owned a piece oi prop­ 
erty at Tweuty-first and K streets, where he had 
apparatus for expressing his wines, and he had 
ceased practically to express the juice from the 
grapes at Eighteenth and P streets, hut there 
was not at that time and had not been up to the 
date hereinafter mentioned any designation ot 
this building at Twentv-first and R streets as 
the "Eagle Winery.” either externally or other­ 
wise. 
1 tie name did not appear on the build­ 
ing at Twenty-first and R streets at all. The 
partnership between the plaintiff and defend­ 
ants was formed in IS» and continued until 
some time in 1SS9, when Nevis sold to Manuel 
J. and J. I.. Azevedo, the defendants, all his in- 


D . TV. E arl M ust S ettte for th e D elin ­ 
q u en cy o f an E xecu tor. 
T he next case of im portance decided by the 
C ourt was that of F erris Jew ett M oore vs. 
D. W . E arl, the history of w hich is about 
as follow s: T he plaintiff is a youog m an 
residing in A m herst. Mass. 
H is father was 
at one tim e a w ell-know n resident of Sac­ 
ram ento and died in 1SC3, leaving a w ill, 
in w hich he nam ed his friend C. W . H a th ­ 
aw ay as executor. 
H ath aw ay was at th at 
tim e a prom inent and w ealthy citizen. 
Judge C lark, of the Probate Court, directed 
th at he file a bond as executor in th e sum 
of $6.000 
T his he did. and procured the 
late Jo h n M cN eill an d the defendant, D. 
\V. Earl, to sign as bondsm en. T he plaintiff 
was at th at tim e an in fan t onlv ten m onths 
old.

stock in trade contained in the building and 
the fixtures aud the paraphernalia that was 
used in aud about the business at that place, 
and the defendants transferred to plaintiff the 
interest they had acquired from him the previ­ 
ous year iu the Twemv-first and K streets prop­ 
erty. 
It was then stipulated in an agreement which 
they entered iutocouiemporaneously with these 
transfers, that for two years Irom that date the 
defendant- should not engage in the making 
and wholesaling of wines in the city oi -hi ra- 
menio, aud that during that time the plaintiff 
should not engage in the retail trade. There 
was nothing said iu any of the transfers nor iu 
this contract in reference to the name Eagle 
Winery. The transfers are entirely bald of any 
suggestion in relerence to that ñame. It was 
stipulated in this contract that Nevis, the plain­ 
tiff. should have the right to retain the then 
firm name of M. S. Nevis A Co., and it was un­ 
doubtedly contemplated that both plaintiff’ and 
the defendants should continue in the wine 
business iu the city of Sacramento, and that 
Nevi- should continue the manufacturing ot 
wines aud carry on the wholesale wine trade in 
the city of Sacramento. 
There was evidence also of attendant circum­ 
stances and expressions given by the plaintiff, 
Nevis, u uding to show that it was comtcmplated 
by him that he would adopt some other name 
than that of Eagle Winery. On the day of these 
transfers, and at the time that the contracts aud 
transfers were signed, when a number of parlies 
were at the office ot the Eagle Winery, at 
Eighteenth and P street'-. Nevis was asked by 
one of the parties present, but not one ot the 
defendants, what name he proposed to conduct 
his business under at Twenty-first and R streets, 
his answer was somewhat evasive ; he said, "1 
will find a name.” 
He was then asked ‘ Will you carry it on 
under the name ot ‘E aglW inery.’ as you have 
heretofore .'” He replied; “I will find á nam e.'1 
That taken in connection with the fact ol the 
trausfer to the defendants of his stencils bear­ 
ing upon their face the name "Eagle Winery.” 
and the labels used by him in the office having 
upon them the words "Eagle Winery," and 
more especially the building having a'cros- its 
face the name "Eagle Winery,” to my mind, in­ 
dependently of the question as to whether tho 
name would pass by implication of law by the 
transfer of the realty, clearly shows that there 
was an intention on the pan of Nevis to dir- 1 
pose of the name "Engle Winery” with the 
business. And this certainly was the under­ 
standing of the defendants. 
Rut 1 am satisfied from an examination of the 
authorities, that independently of the intrinsic 
facts, the name “Eagle Winery" passed by 
implication of law, uuder the deed conveying 
the real estate and interest in the business. It 
constituted a part ot the business, and a sub­ 
stantial part of Its value. 


m ade sad ravages in Mr. H athaw ay's for­ 
tune. how ever, and the heavy ju d g m en t 
against him is uncollectable, except through 
th e sureties, w ho are bound, as stated, only 
in the sum of $6 000 
T he present action, 
therefore, was brought to recover from Mr. 
E ar! th at am ount 
T he Court briefly review ed the history of 
th e case, and th en said : 
One defense sought to be m ade to this pro­ 
ceeding is tn at the Probate Court ot thevuuntv 
of Sacram ento never acquired jurisdiction of 
th e • state nor of the executor, and for that rea­ 
son ail the subsequent proceedings were void; 
and that the order settling the account would of 
course fall. The defense is also interposed that 
a m otion for a new trial was taken iu the m at­ 
ter of the settlem ent ot to e account. 
I have exam ined th e num erous authorities 
cited by counsel on both sides, and I have ecme 
to the conclusion, w ithout any hesitation, th at 
under the circum stances the defendant H ath­ 
away and the defendant Ear! are not iu a p o s i 
non to urge the objection they m ake upon the 
ground th a t th e Probate Court never acquired 
jurisdiction, 
in the first place, the order aud 
decree of the Probate Court, adm itting the will 
to probate, recites upon its face that m a t Court 
diil take the necessary steps to acquire jurisdic­ 
tion of the various parties interested in the 
estate. 
A particti'ar objection was m ade that it 
did not appear from the record that that Court 
had ordered and required a citation to be 
served unon the heirs resident 
w ithin the 
county. 
It ts m anifest from an inspection of 
the record th a t no such order appears, but the 
decree, w hich was th e final outgrow th of the 
application to probate th e will, recites th a t in 
accordance w ith the order of the Court cita­ 
tions had been issued aud duly served upon the 
heirs resident iu the county, and to all the par­ 
ties interested. This being a collateral proceed­ 
ing. I am satisfied th at th a t recital in the decree 
cannot be attacked by intrinsic evidence. 
All the intendm ents run iu favor of the 
yaudity aud regularity o f the proceedings of the 
Probate Court, which at th at tim e appertained 
to a Court of general jurisdiction. W hatever 
doubt there m ight have been upon that point 
was obviated by an Act ot the Legislature 
passed in 1858, w hich provided that the same 
intendm ent ‘•hould be indulged in iu favor of 
the legality of the proeeedingsof Probate Courts 
as those of Courts of general jurisdiction. I am 
satisfied from the authorities that this presum p­ 
tion is conclusive as against a collateral attack, 
“ fid the deteuse ou that ground cannot prevail. 
1 have also exam ined the question growing 
out of the alleged pendency of a motion for a 
new trial, and I am satisfied th at that is not a 
defense in this case. 
fro m these conclusions, judgm ent w ill go in 
favor of the plaintiff as prayed for.

STEAMSHIPS. 


DEVELOPMENT OF ATLANTIC PIONEEBS 
INTO GEEAT LINEES.

In a history of steam navigation A dm i­ 
ral G. H . Preble gives to Junius Smith, 
a graduate of Yale, the credit of being the 
first one to move, in 1833, towards the or­ 
ganization of a company to run steam 
vessels across the A tlantic. 
The Savan­ 
nah, says Ocean, was the first steamship to 
cross the A tlantic, she sailing from the 
port of the same name for Liverpool, May 
26, 1819. 
She made the passage in twenty 
five days, then visited St. Petersburg, and 
reached home in due tim e w ithout start­ 
ing a bolt or parting a lanyard. 
In 1S31 
the Royal W illiam sailed from Quebec to 
London, but was there sold aud did not 
return. 
Six years alter the London Nau­ 
tical Magazine had an article declaring 
th a t -‘tlie tim e is fast approaching when 
the famous prophecy of the Rev. Dr. Di­ 
onysius Lardner, to the etiect 'th at it is as 
easy to go to the moon as from a port in 
England to New Y o:k by steam,’ is to be 
tested. 
Two vessels are building, one at 
Bristol and the other at London— the lat­ 
ter to be 1,795 tons burden, and to have a 
capacity for twenty-five days’ coal and 800 
tons of cargo.” 
The Sirius arrived at New York on St. 
George’s Dav, the 23d of A pril, 1836, and 
myriads of persons crowded the Battery to 
catch a glimpse of the first ocean steam­ 
ship to irrive at that port. 
H er honors, 
however, were short lived, as the G reat 
W estern, sailing four days later, arrived 
but a few hours after. 
The passage of the 
G reat 'Western consumed tifteen days to 
the westward and fourteen days on her 
homeward trip. 
H er best run for twenty- 
four hours was 241 miles; her smallest 169, 
made against strong head winds and sea. 
She consumed on her westward trip 452 
tons of coal and had about 150 tons re­ 
m aining on arrival. 
The Sirus, the smaller vessel, 700 tons, 
was not so fortunate. 
Site was four days 
longer on the trip, all her coal was con­ 
sumed, and she reached port only by burn­ 
ing spare spars aud by going at reduced 
speed. 
She sailed for home again on May 
1st, having amongst her passengers the 
Chevalier W ickolf and Jam es 
Gordon 
Bennett, the founder of the New York 
Herald. 
She made but one voyage, it not 
proving profitable. 
She was placed upon 
the channel service between Cork and 
Dublin. 
The Great W estern continued to sail in 
the A tlantic trade, first from Bristol aud 
later from Liverpool to New York, making 
in all thirty-seven round voyages: and not 
until many other steamships were engaged 
in the trade was she removed, being then 
sold to the W est India Company, and con­ 
tinued to ruu until 1857. 
H er fastest 
passage was twelve and a half days. 
The Liverpool, built in Liverpool in 
1838, made six voyages to and from New 
York, and was then disposed of to the Pe- 
"Tunsular aad O riental CGüijmny. 
The President, built in New York, was 
launched I>eeember 7, 1839, with great 
eclat, and sailed on her first trip August 1, 
1840. 
H er existence was verv brief. 
She 
sailed from Liverpool to New York in 
A pril 1841, and was never again heard of. 
Strong gales and the dreaded iceberg were 
reported by other vessels, and it is sup­ 
posed to one or both these causes her loss 
was due. 
There is but one other individual steam­ 
ship th at calls for a place here, before en­ 
tering upon the history of the great ocean 
lines. 
The G reat B ritain was built at Bristol, 
and for many years was the largest and 
finest ship afloat. 
Although intended for 
a side-wheeler, difficulties connected with 
the large castings necessary for that style 
of vessel compelled an alteration in her 
design, and she was finished as an auxili­ 
ary screw steamship. 
Four years elapsed 
from the time her keel laid until she was 
launched, and she was detained in the 
Cumberland Dock, Bristol, for some months 
afterwards, because of the w idth of the 
ship being greater than the dock gates. 
8>he could not get out until the dock en­ 
trance was torn down and rebuilt. 
H er 
dimensions were: Length, 322 feet: w idth 
of beam, 51 feet; depth of hold, 32 feet 6 
inches, and 3,448 tons, old measurement— 
twice the size of any steamship previously 
built. 
She was of immense strength, and 
was built in six w ater-tight compartments. 
She was intended as a consort to the 
G reat W estern, but on her first voyage to 
New York she was stranded in Dundrunt 
Bay, Ireland, September 22, 1846, where 
she lay for eleven months, exposed to all 
the storms that swept the Irish coast, and 
when finally floated she was found to have 
received little injury. 
She made but one 
or two voyages to New Y ork; was used 
during the Crimean W ar as a troopship by 
the B ritish Government, and at its close 
began her career as—until recent year: 
the most successful vessel ever engaged in 
the A ustralian trade. 
Memorable was the 
impression produced in Liverpool when 
the G reat Britain arrived from Melbourne. 
She was to that trade what our present fast 
transatlantic ve-sels are between Europe 
anti America. 
6he reduced the tim e be­ 
tween the m other country and the Colony 
by weeks. 
H er passages were regularly 
made l>etween fifty-four and sixty days, as 
against four months by the old style of 
clipper, and vet her steam power was only 
used in adverse winds or calms. “Give her 
a start," as the boys used to say, “and with 
her canvas alone she could hold her own 
with the best packets in the trade.” 
Passing several futile attem pts by steam­ 
ships of small tonnage and ¡>ower, which 
were 
quickly 
withdrawn 
because not 
adapted to the trade, Samuel Ctmard, of 
H alifax, an enterprising merchant, having 
been a close student of the attem pts and 
achievements of those vessels whose his­ 
tory has been briefly recounted here, con­ 
ceived the idea of establishing a line of 
steam packets to run eventually fornightly 
between Liverpool and Boston, via H al­ 
ifax. 
In 1838 Mr. Cunard went to England, 
and, after some delay, placed a contract 
with Messrs. Robert N apier .V Co., on the 
Clyde, for four vessels ot 900 tons each and 
300 horse-power. 
Bv Mr. N apier’s advice 
this order was afterwards changed to 1,200 
tons and 440 horse-power. 
Messrs. Burns, 
of Glasgow, and M aclver, of Liverpool, 
joined the enterprise, at the invitation of 
Mr. Napier, and the B ritish and North 
American Royal Mail Steam Packet Com­ 
pany, to be known as theC unard Line, was 
originated. 
The British Government en­ 
tered into a seven years’ contract with 
them for the conveyance of the mails fort­ 
nightly to Halifax aud Boston lor the an 
nual sum of £*>0,000. 
The first four steamships were the B rit­ 
annia, Acadia, Caledonia and Columbia. 
The line was opened by the steamship 
Unicorn, intended subsequently for the 
trade between Halifax and St. .John’s, 
Newfoundland. 
She arrived at 
Boston 
Ju n e 2, 1840, the first steam vessel from 
Europe to enter that port. 
She was re­ 
ceived by both the naval and civic author­ 
ities with appropriate ceremonies. 
The 
U nited States ship-of-the-line Columbus 
hoisted the English ensign, and the band 
played “Rule Britannia,” and thus was 
inaugurated the first line of ocean steam­ 
ships, which has continued to traverse the 
\tlan tic from that day until now. 
The B ritannia, the first of the regular 
fleet, left Liverpool Ju ly 4, 1840, making 
the passage in fourteen days and eight 
hours. 
The Acadia followed in August, 
reducing the time by two days, and was to 
¡Ilf yoyaget el th at day w hat the E truria 


and Um bria have been to Cunard patrons 
in these. 
D uring the following ten years the 
America, Canada, N iagara and Europe 
were added to the fleet. 
These were all 
wooden side-wheel steamships, of 1,800 
tons and 700 horse-power, the age of the 
iron propeller not having yet arrived. 
About this tim e an attem pt was made to 
start and m aintain an American line. 
In 
1847 the U nited States was built by AV. H. 
Webb for Charles H. M arshall ..v Co. 
She 
was 2,000 tons, 256 feet long, 50 feet beam, 
w ith a consumption of 40 tons of coal ¡>er 
day. 
It is a striking commentary on the 
slight demand there was then for passenger 
and fast freight accommodation th a t she 
did not pay, was withdrawn after a few 
voyages, and sold to parties in Bremen. 
She made the passage in thirteen days. 
The venture was succeeded a year later, 
1S4S, by the establishment of the Bremen 
Line, consisting of the New York built 
side-wheel steamships W ashington and 
H erm ann. They were 1,700 and 1,800 
tons respectively, and about 240 feet leng 
by 40 feet breadth of beam. 
They were 
propelled by side-lever compound engines. 
They had an average speed of eleven 
knots. 
The H avre line was organized by the 
same company th at had begun the Bremen 
line, Messrs. Fox A Livingstone. 
Shortly 
after the successful inauguration of the 
Bremen line they ordered two additional 
steamships, the F ranklin and the H um ­ 
boldt, which, w ith the two sailing to Bre­ 
men, were to form a semi-monthly line for 
the conveyance of the U nited States mails. 
The company obtained a contract from the 
Government by which they were to re­ 
ceive 8150,000 per annum, or about one- 
half the am ount at this tim e being paid to 
the Cunard line for a sim ilar service. 
The Franklin and Humboldt were both 
larger and faster than the W ashington and 
H erm ann. 
The Franklin was 2,400 tons, 
263 feet long by 32 feet beam, and 26 feet 
deep. 
The Humboldt was 2,850 tons, 292 
feet long, 40 feet beam, and 27 feet deep, 
and was the largest steamship yet built in 
America for any trade. 
She made her 
first voyage in 1851, and was totally 
wrecked entering H alifax, near tiie site of 
the A tlantic catastrophe, which happened 
twenty years later. 
The Franklin made 
her first voyage in 1850, and was lost on 
the southwest end of Long Island in July, 
1854. 
P art of her walking-beam and the 
truss may still be seen there, lending ad­ 
ditional interest to a visit to an old mill 
near Southold. 
To prevent the contract with the Gov­ 
ernm ent from being cancelled, steamships 
were chartered to m aintain the service un­ 
til two new steamships could be built for 
the line. 
The Fulton and the Arago 
were contracted for, and in 1856 were 
ready for service. 
They were about the 
same tonnage as their unfortunate prede­ 
cessors, and th eir 
accommodations for 
cabin passengers were superior. 
There are still a few old travelers who 
remember the comfortable saloons of the 
Fulton and Arago, although the 81 each 
bottle 
corkage charged for all 
wines 
brought on board by the passengers was a 
constant source of irritation. 
In 1S61 the line was withdrawn. 
The 
cause was a two-fold one. First the steam­ 
ships were required for Government serv­ 
ice, the war of the Rebellion having 
commenced, and second, the competition 
now made by the more economical iron 
propellers of the N orth German Ll?vds 
ao4 Ham burg i ’achet Company w e.e m ak­ 
ing tile voyages of the more cumbersome 
wooden side-wheelers unprofitable. 
No 
attem pt was made to re-establish the line 
at the close of hostilities. 
The history of 
the American-Havre-Brem en Line was 
repeated by th a t of the Collins Line. 
Edward K. Collins, an enterprising m er­ 
chant, and the head of a company running 
a line of packets between New York and 
New Orleans in 1847, being impressed with 
the success th a t had attended the estab­ 
lishm ent and successful operation of the 
Cunard Line, moved in the direction of 
the organization of an American line, to 
sail from New Y ork to Liverpool. 
After 
two years’ hard work spent in securing the 
necessary capital and the building of the 
first of the lour steamships, Mr. Collins 
had the satisfaction of seeing the A tlantic 
readv to sail for Liverpool on A pril 27, 
1849'. 
H e had secured a subsidy from the Gov­ 
ernm ent for the conveyance of the U nited 
States mails, first of 819,250; afterwards 
increased to 833,000 per voyage, or 8078,­ 
000 yearly, the increase being conditioned 
on the 
steamships m aking twenty-six 
voyages yearly. 
The company further 
agreed to make the fastest passages be­ 
tween the two countries, thus throwing 
down the gauntlet to the Cunard Line. 
There have been many exciting contests 
in recent years between Inman and Cun­ 
ard and Inm an and W hite Star steam­ 
ships, but no contests on sea or land ever 
exceeded in interest those of these two 
rival lines—the Cunard and Collins—be­ 
tween 1850 and 1860. 
The four vessels, 
the A tlantic, Pacific, Arctic and Baltic, 
in the order named, were all afloat in 
1850. 
The four steamships were all about the 
same dim ensions: tonnage, 2,860; length, 
276 feet; beam, 45 feet; across the pad­ 
dles, 75 feet; depth of hold, 31 feet. They 
exceeded in size and style, as they were 
afterward to exceed in speed, any steam­ 
ship which up to th at tim e had been 
built. 
The first passage wr.s made in thirteen 
days, and the average for forty-two west­ 
ward trips for one year was 11 days 10 
hours and 21 minutes, against 12 days 19 
hours and 26 minutes for the C'unarders. 
The Arctic proved herself the fastest boat, 
and made one journey from New York to 
Liverpool—not Queenstown—in the un­ 
equaled time of 9 days 17 hours and 12 
minutes. 
H er consumption of coal was 
about S7 tons per day. 
N otw ithstanding 
their success as regards speed, and an 
enormous subsidy—lieing almost equal to 
the total receipts of the company for 
freight and passengers—the ships did not 
pay, and in 1860 were finally withdrawn.

STEAMSHIPS. 


DEVELOPMENT OF ATLANTIC PIONEEES 
INTO GEEAT LINEES. 


R a cer s in E a rly T im es—T h e F irst R eg u ­ 


la r L in e—A m erica n V en tu res 


an d R esu lts. 


In a history of steam navigation Admi­ 
ral G. H. Preble gives to Junius Smith, 
a graduate of Yale, the credit of being the 
first one to move, in 1833, towards the or­ 
ganization of a company to run steam 
vessels across the Atlantic. The Savan­ 
nah, says Ocean, was the first steamship to 
cross the Atlantic, she sailing from the 
port of the same name for Liverpool, May 
2fi, 1819. She made the passage in twenty- 
five days, then visited St. Petersburg, and 
reached home in due time without start­ 
ing a bolt or parting a lanyard. 
In 1S31 
the Royal William sailed from Quebec to 
London, but was there sold and did not 
return. Six years alter the London TVau- 
tical Magazine had an article declaring 
that “the time is fast approaching when 
the famous prophecy of the Rev. Dr. Di­ 
onysius Lardner, to the efiéct ‘that it is as 
easy to go to the moon as from a port in 
England to New Yo:k by steam,’ is to be 
tested. Two vessels are building, one at 
Bristol and the other at London—the lat­ 
ter to be 1,795 tons burden, and to have a 
capacity for twenty-five days’ coal and 800 
tons of cargo.” 
The Sirius arrived at New York on St. 
George’s Day, the 23d of April, 1838, and 
myriads of persons crowded the Battery to 
catch a glimpse of the first ocean steam­ 
ship to arrive at that port. 
Her honors, 
however, were short lived, as the Great 
Western, sailing four days later, arrived 
but a few hours after. 
The passage of the 
Great Western consumed hfteen days to 
the westward and fourteen days on her 
homeward trip. Her best run for twenty- 
four hours was 241 miles; her smallest 169, 
made against strong head winds and sea. 
She consumed on her westward trip 452 
tons of coal and had about 150 tons re­ 
maining on arrival. 
The Sirus, the smaller vessel, 700 tons, 
was not so fortunate. 
>he was four days 
longer on the trip, all her coal was con­ 
sumed, and she reached port only by burn­ 
ing spare spars and by going at reduced 
speed. She sailed for home again on May 
1st, having amongst her passengers the 
Chevalier WickotF and James Gordon 
Bennett, the founder of the New York 
IL raid. She made but one voyage, it not 
proving profitable. She was placed upon 
the channel service between Cork and 
Dublin. 
The Great Western continued to sail in 
the Atlantic trade, first from Bristol and 
later from Liverpool to New York, making 
in all thirty-seven round voyages; and not 
until many other steamships were engaged 
in the trade was she removed, beiug then 
sold to the West India Company, and con­ 
tinued to run until 1857. 
Her fastest 
passage was twelve and a half days. 
The Liverpool, built in Liverpool in 
1838, made six voyages to and from New 
York, and was then disposed of to the Pe- 
"mnsular and Oriental Company. 
The President, built in New York, was 
launched December 7, 1839, with great 
eclat, and sailed on her first trip August 1, 
1840. Her existence was verv brief. She 
sailed from Liverpool to New York in 
April 1841, and was never again heard of. 
Strong gales and the dreaded iceberg were 
reported by other vessels, and it is sup­ 
posed to one or both these causes her loss 
was due. 
There is but one other individual steam­ 
ship that calls for a place here, before en­ 
tering upon the history of the great ocean 
lines. 
The Great Britain was built at Bristol, 
and for many years was the largest and 
finest ship afloat. 
Although intended for 
a side-wheeler, difficulties connected with 
the large castings necessary for that style 
of vessel compelled an alteration in her 
design, and she was finished as an auxili­ 
ary screw steamship. 
Four years elapsed 
from the time her keel laid until she was 
launched, and she was detained in the 
Cumberland Dock, Bristol, for some months 
afterwards, because of the width of the 
ship being greater than the dock gates. 
She could not get out until the dock en­ 
trance was torn down and rebuilt. 
Her 
dimensions were: Length, 322 feet: width 
of beam, ¿1 feet; depth of hold, 32 feet 6 
inches, and 3,448 tons, old measurement— 
twice the size of any steamship previously 
built. She was of immense strength, anil 
was built in six water-tight compartments. 
She was intended as a consort to the 
Great Western, but on her first voyage to 
New York she was stranded in Dundrttm 
Bay, Ireland, September 22, 1846, where 
she lay for eleven months, exposed to all 
the storms that swept the Irish coast, and 
when finally floated she was found to have 
received little injury. 
She made but one 
or two voyages to New York; was used 
during the Crimean War as a troopship by. 
the British Government, and at its close 
began her career as—until recent years— 
the most successful vessel ever engaged in 
the Australian trade. 
Memorable was the 
impression produced in Liverpool when 
the Great Britain arrived from Melbourne 
She was to that trade what our present fast 
transatlantic vessels are between Europe 
and America. She reduced the time be-, 
tween the mother country and the Colony 
by weeks. 
Her passages were regularly’ 
made t>etween fifty-four and sixtv days, as 
against four months by the old style of 
dipper, and yet her steam power was only 
used in adverse winds or calms. “Give her 
a start,” as the boys used to say, “and with] 
her canvas alone she could hold her own: 
with the best packets in the trade.” 
Passing several futile attempts by steam-1 
ships of small tonnage and power, which;' 
were 
quickly 
withdrawn because not 
adapted to the trade, .Samuel Cunard, uf 
Halifax, an enterprising merchant, having 
been a close student of the attempts and 
achievements of those vessels whose his­ 
tory has been briefly recounted here, con­ 
ceived the idea of establishing a line of 
steam packets to run eventually fornightlv 
between Liverpool and Boston, via Hal­ 
ifax. 
In 1838 Mr. Canard went to England, 
and, after some delay, placed a contract 
with Messrs. Robert Napier & Co., on the 
Clyde, for four vessels of 900 tons each and 
300 horse-power. 
Ilf Mr. Napier’s advice 
this order was afterwards changed to 1,200 
tons r.nd 440 horse-power. 
Messrs. Burns, 
of Glasgow, and Maclver, of Liverpool, 
joined the enterprise, at the invitation of 
Mr. Napier, and the British and North 
American Royal Mail Steam Packet Com­ 
pany, to be known as theCunard Line, was 
originated. The British Government en­ 
tered into a seven years’ contract with 
them for the conveyance of the mails fort­ 
nightly to Halifax and Boston for the an­ 
nual sum of £60,000. 
The first four steamships were the Brit­ 
annia, Acadia, Caledonia and Columbia. 
The line was o¡>ened by the steamship 
Unicorn, intended subsequently for the 
trade between Halifax and >t. John's, 
Newfoundland. She arrived at 
Boston 
June 2, 1840, the first steam ve-sel from 
Europe to enter that ¡xirt. She was re­ 
ceived by both the naval and civic author­ 
ities with appropriate ceremonies. The 
United States ship-of-the-line Columbus 
hoisted the English ensign, and the band 
played “R ule Britannia,” and thus was 
inaugurated the first line of ocean steam- 
-hips, which has continued to traverse the 
Ulamic from that day until now. 
The Britannia, the first of the regular 
fleet, left Liverpool July 4. 1840, making 
the passage in fourteen days ami eight 
hours. 
The Acadia followed in August, 
reducing the time by two days, and was to 
Ilie yoyaget yi that day what the Etruria 


and Umbria have been to Cunard patrons 
in these. 
During the following ten years the 
America, Canada, Niagara and Europe 
were added to the fleet. 
These were all 
wooden side-wheel steamships, of 1,800 
tons and 700 horse power, the age of the 
iron propeller not having yet arrived. 
About this time an attempt was made to 
start and maintain an American line. 
In 
1S47 the United States was built bv IV. H. 
Webb for Charles H. Marshall A Co. She 
was 2,000 tons, 256 feet long, 50 feet bea.1, 
with a consumption of 40 tons of coal per 
day. 
It is a striking commentary on the 
slight demand there was then for passenger 
and fast freight accommodation that she 
did not pay, was withdrawn after a few 
voyages, and soid to parties in Bremen. 
She made the passage in thirteen days. 
The venture was succeeded a year later, 
1S4S, by the establishment of the Bremen 
Line, consisting of the New York built 
side-wheel steamships Washington and 
Hermann. They were 1,700 and 1,800 
tons respectively, and about 240 feet leng 
by 40 feet breadth of beam. 
They were 
propelled by side-lever compound engines. 
They had an average speed of eleven 
knots. 
The Havre line was organized by the 
same company that had begun the Bremen 
line, Messrs. Fox W Livingstone. Shortly 
after the successful inauguration of the 
Bremen line they ordered two additional 
steamships, the Franklin and the Hum­ 
boldt, which, with the two sailing to Bre­ 
men, were to form a semi-monthly line for 
the conveyance of the United States mails. 
The company obtained a contract from the 
Government by which they were to re­ 
ceive 8150,000 per annum, or about one- 
half the amount at this time being paid to 
the Cunard line for a similar service. 
The Franklin and Humboldt were both 
larger and faster than the Washington and 
Hermann. The Franklin was 2,400 tons, 
263 feet long by 32 feet beam, and 26 feet 
deep. The Humboldt was 2,850 tons, 292 
feet long, 40 feet beam, and 27 feet deep, 
and was the largest steamship yet built in 
America for any trade. She made her 
first voyage in 1851, and was totally 
wrecked entering Halifax, near the site of 
the Atlantic catastrophe, which happened 
twenty years later. The Franklin made 
her first voyage in 1850, and was lost on 
the southwest end of Long Island in July, 
1S54. 
Part of her walking-beam and the 
truss may still be seen there, lending ad­ 
ditional interest to a visit to an old mill 
near Soutkold. 
To prevent the contract with the Gov­ 
ernment from being cancelled, steamships 
were charteiei to maintain the service un­ 
til two new steamships could be built for 
the line. The Fulton and the Arago 
were contracted for, and in 1856 were 
ready for service. They were about the 
same tonnage as their unfortunate prede­ 
cessors, and their 
accommodations for 
cabin passengers were superior. 
There are still a few old travelers who 
remember the comfortable saloons of the 
Fulton and Arago, although the §1 each 
bottle 
corkage charged for all 
wines 
brought on board by the passengers was a 
constant source of irritation. 
In 1861 the line was withdrawn. 
The 
cause was a two-fold one. First the steam­ 
ships were required for Government serv­ 
ice, the war of the Rebellion having 
commenced, and second, the competition 
now made by the more economical iron 
propellers of the North German I.lovds 
an(! Hamburg I’atket Company we:e mak­ 
ing the voyages of the more cumbersome 
wooden side-wheelers unprofitable. 
No 
attempt was made to re-establish the line 
at the close of hostilities. The history of 
the American-Havre-Bremen Line was 
repeated by that of the Collins Line. 
Edward K. Collins, an enterprising mer­ 
chant, and the head of a company running 
a line of packets between New York and 
New Grleans in 1S47, being impressed with 
the success that had attended the estab­ 
lishment and successful operation of the 
Cunard Line, moved in the direction of 
the organization of an American line, to 
sail from New York to Liverpool. After 
two years’ hard work spent in securing the 
necessary capital and the building of the 
first of the four steamships, Mr. Collins 
liad the satisfaction of seeing the Atlantic 
readv to sail for Liverpool on April 27, 
1849". 
He had secured a subsidy from the Gov­ 
ernment for the conveyance of the United 
States mails, first of 819,250; afterwards 
increased to 833,000 per voyage, or $678,­ 
000 yearly, the increase being conditioned 
on the 
steamships making twenty-six 
voyages yearly. 
The company further 
agreed to make the fastest passages be­ 
tween the two countries, thus throwing 
down the gauntlet to the Cunard Line. 
There have been many exciting contests 
in recent years between Inman and Cun­ 
ard and Inman and W hite Star steam­ 
ships, hut no contests on sea or land ever 
exceeded in interest those of these two 
rival lines—the Cunard and Collins—be­ 
tween 1S50 and 1860. 
The four vessels, 
the Atlantic, Pacific, Arctic and Baltic, 
in the order named, were all afloat in 
1850. 
The four steamships were all about the 
same dimensions : tonnage, 2,860; length, 
276 feet; beam, 45 feet; across thepad- 
dles, 75 feet; depth of hold, 31 feet. They 
exceeded in size and style, as they were 
afterward to exceed in speed, any steam­ 
ship which up to that time Had been 
built. 
The first passage wrs made in thirteen 
days, and the average for forty-two west­ 
ward trips for one year was 11 days 10 
hours and 21 minutes, against 12 days 19 
hours and 26 minutes for the Cunarders. 
The Arctic proved herself the fastest boat, 
and made one journey from New York to 
Liverpool—not (jueenstown—in the un­ 
equaled time of 9 days 17 hours and 12 
minutes. 
Her consumption of coal was 
about 87 tons j>er day. Notwithstanding 
their success as regards speed, and an 
enormous subsidy—being almost equal to 
the total receipts of the company for 
freight and passengers—the ships did not 
pay, and in 1860 were finally withdrawn

CLAYBACK'S STATUE. 


R em a rk a b le R esu lt of au A ttem p t at 
C rem ation.

Gieat interest is manifested here over a 
remarkable circumstance which has just 
come to light, its happening on Off Davis, 
near Buzzard Boost. 
When old man Clay- 
hack came out of the late war he was a 
physical wreck, but, like many others of 
the State militia, was too independent to 
ask for a pension, even if he could have 
secured one, and made his living in the 
best way he could until his six boys and 
seven girls got old enough to help him. 
About five years ago the old man began to 
get very bad with rheumatism, as he 
thought, and, although he used the entire 
crop of spicewood berries which grew on 
the creek, he continued to get worse. Two 
years ago lie got so stiff' as to be confined 
to his house, and called in a physician, 
who, after carefully diagnosing the case, 
gave as his opinion that, instead of rheu­ 
matism ailing the man, it was a true case 
of ossification. 
Nothing could be done, 
and he advised his patient to make ready 
for the end, although he might live for 
some time. 
The old man took the doctor's 
advice and did not seem to have any fears 
of death, hut dreaded the yawning grave 
and the cold, clammy earth. 
To make

The disease continued, complete ossifica- 
tien took place, aud the old mau died.

IMPORTANCE 
THE APRICOT IN CALIEORNIA. 
OF 


B e st M od es o f P la n tin g an d H a n d lin g — 


H ow to M ak e P ep p erm in t O il- 


G en eral F arm N o tes. 


The following address, read by I. N. 
Hoag, formerly of Sacramento, before the 
Bedlands Agricultural Society, will be 
found of interest t 
The favorable characteristics of Califor­ 
nia climates and soils for all fruit bearing 
trees was remarked by observant persons 
at a very early date, after the settlement 
of the State by Americans. 
Fruit trees 
grew with astonishing rapidity here, and 
they came into bearing much earlier than 
in the most favored localities on the At­ 
lantic slope. 
It was observed also that the 
habit of prolific fruiting was not confined 
to young trees but was well maintained as 
age advanced. 
Perhaps no other fruit 
responds more gratefully to the favorable 
characteristics of our California climates 
and soils than the apricot. 
When California became a State of the 
American Union, the apricot was scarcely 
known in the fruit markets of the world, 
Since that date no other fruit has gained 
more rapidly in cultivation and made 
more rapid and well sustained advances in 
public favor than the apricot. 
The Cali­ 
fornia apricot, both dried and canned, 
was soon recognized as a very desirable ; 
luxury wherever introduced, aud from a ¡ 
luxury it soon became a greatly prized 
necessity and found its way into all parts 
of the civilized world. 
It is now recog­ 
nized by California fruit-growers as a 
standard fruit and its commercial value is 
well established. 
Hence all questions as 
to how to plant, how to prune and how to 
manage the tree—the adaptation of va­ 
rieties to localities, the best modes of 
handling the fruit and putting it into mar­ 
ket, and many other details, become of ’ pelled 
very general and lively interest, but iu a 
ever, 
short essay to be read befóte our local 
society I can only touch very lightly 
some of the most important of these de­ 
tails. 
The apricot, like most cultivated fruits 
grown from seed, fails to produce after its 
own kind. 
Hence to produce valuable 
kinds, budding or grafting is resorted to. 
It is budded successfully on its own stock, 
on the peach, the plum, ueetariue and al- 
moud, aud as it teuds to adapt itself to the 
conditions favoring the stock on which it 
may he budded, it has an unusually wide 
fielíl for cultivation. 
The best culturists 
differ as to the best stock to lie used iu its 
propagation, but experience in different 
soils and climates may readily account for 
their difference in opinion. 
The jieach is 
more generally used than any other stock. 
The apricot being a very rapid and strong 
grower, attaining great age and size, should 
be planted not less than twentv-tive feet 
apart—the most successful grower, in their

later plantings, are more generally adopt-

Apple “sorters” have been in use 
for some time, but as yet potatoes are as­ 
sorted by hand. 
Several new varieties of tomatoes have 
been introduced for this season, hut it is 
doubtful if a superior quality to the Liv­ 
ingston’s favorite has been secured, it be­ 
ing of beautiful color, solid and smooth. 
The acme is a fine variety, but seems 
more susceptible to disease. 
Peach trees will stand cutting without 
injury, and the young trees will become 
stocky and more vigorous if cut back close 
to the ground. 
For field culture the trees 
need not be cut very close, or the cultiva­ 
tor cannot well be used, but where only a 
few are planted, the shorter they are cut 
back the better. 
Tiie introduction of the bush Lima bean 
is a valuable aid to the bean-grower. The 
chief expense in growing Lima beans is 
tbs poles, which require labor in staking 
and replacing when affected by winds. 
Those who have tried the bush beans claim 
that they are fully as prolific as the pole 
beans, as well as being equal to the latter 
in quality. 
Two neighbors set out strawberry beds 
at the same time. 
One had fourteen rods, 
did not enrich his bed, and had three bush­ 
els of fruit, or at the rate of thirty-four 
bushels per acre. 
The other planted only 
four rods, and heavily mulched the bed 
with manure in autumn and in spring. He 
had seven bushels of berries, or at the rate 
of 2SU bushels an acre. 
Gooseberries are 
propagated 
largely 
from cuttings, the same as currant bushes. 
Almost any rich soil will do for plum trees. 
The orchardist must be careful not to 
make too direct application of the barn­ 
yard manure to fruit trees. 
It must not be 
allowed to touch the trunk, and if spread 
on the surface or lightly plowed or har­ 
rowed in, almost any fertilizer will be ap­ 
propriated by the trees. 


A subscriber advises that onion sets be 
planted with the bulb only half buried, 
and that tomato plants lie put in to the 
depth of two or three inches only, as deeper 
planting induces them to make new roots, 
which, he claims, they should not he com- 
to do. 
It may be claimed, how- 
that deep planting assists agaiust 
drought, while abundance of roots gives 
greater feeding capacity. 
The carrot, like other root crops, de­ 
lights in sandy ioam, richly tilled. 
For 
early crop sow m spring, as soon as the 
ground is in good working order; 
for 
later crops they may be sown any time 
until the middle of June. 
Sow in rows 
about fifteen inches apart, thinning out to 
three or four inches between the plants. 
In field culture, when grown for horses or 
cattle, the rows should be two feet apart, 
so that the crop may be worked with a 
horse cultivator. 
The advantage of good feeding depends 
much on regularity. 
If supplies are fur­ 
nished at irregular hours, not only are ani­ 
mals kept uneasy but their digestion is in­ 
jured and they cannot thrive. 
Here is the 
great advantage of herbivorous animals 
over those of carnivorous habit.

ing thirty feet as the better distance. The 
tree shows a great liking to ocean breezes, 
hence is largely cultivated in the coast 
counties of the State, yet is a vigorous 
grower and bearer in most of the interior 
valleys. 
It delight in a good strong soii, ; 
especially on its own stock or on that of 
the plum, and yet when on the peach stock 
it readily and cheerfully adapts itself to 
the light soils in which the peach is at 
home. 
On account of its great tenacity of 
life and rapid growing many cultivators 
prefer to plant from the nursery to the or­ 
chard when in dormant bud. 
If allowed 
to remain in the nursery more than one ; 
year after budding it attains too great a ¡ 
growth for successful or profitable transfer. j 
No tree requires more constant or greater ¡ 
care in pruning to keep it in proper shape 
or torm for profitable cropping. 
The fre­ 
quent use of the thumb aud finger in ; 
pinching back the rapidly-growing cane» 
should lie resorted to iu forming the , 
young tree. 
The best form for the apri­ 
cot is a short trunk, and upright center 
stem with branches evenly distributed 
along and around it at such distances apart j 
as to induce fruiting throughout the cen­ 
ter of the tree. 
This rule should lie ob­ 
served, I may remark here, in forming all ¡ 
fruit trees in our warm, sunny climate. In 
the management of the apricot it must lie 
always kept in mind that the fruit is 
borne on the last year’s or year-old spurs, 
and the shears must he so used as to in­ 
duce new fruit spurs throughout the tree 
every year. 
Success iu annual cropping 
will follow success iu attaining this object. 
There are a large number of varieties of 
apricots grown in California, but the Koval 
leads ali others in popularity and actual 
production. 
The Peach is a good second 
and the Moorpark a good third. 
These 
three are the leading apricots of com­ 
merce and are adapted to the largest areas 
of the State in tne order named. 
The 
apricot must not be allowed to overbear if 
it is expected to make a profitable crop or 
a crop of highly-flavored, fair-sized fruit. 
As above intimated, careful and skillful 
pruning will, to a great extent, prevent 
overbearing, but when success has ’ not 
been attained in this manner, thorough 
thinning out must he resorted to to save 
the crop and the future usefulness of the 
tree. 
I would not lie doing ju-tice to my sub­ 
ject or the members of the society without 
a \ery emphatic remark 
that apricot 
culture should not he engaged in in this 
vicinity for profit on land adapted to 
orange or lemon culture, for the very good 
reason that the culture of the orange or 
lemon can be made much more profitable 
on such land than the apricot. 
< >ur in­ 
terests will be best served bv devoting 
our lands to the most 


until their next capture. This keeps them 
always thin in flesh, as they have to be to 
hunt well. 
Cattle can thrive only by full feeding! 
a’’d without thrift there can be no profit- 
If milk be the object short feeding is suc­ 
ceeded immediately by loss of product and 
loss of power to produce. 
It is, there­ 
fore, short-sighted policy to depend on the 
season of the year, or, without thought to 
suppose that cows with full stomachs must 
give a full yield of milk without regard to 
quality of feed. 
Provident dairymen, 
careful of their own interests, begin feed­ 
ing grain early in autumn and find profit 
in it. 
It is claimed that 10 pounds of clover 
seed make the correct amount of seed for 
an acre. 
This is true ouiy under certain 
conditions. 
The main point iu growing 
clover is to secure a good “stand” at the 
beginning, and it more frequently happens 
that the seeds do not come up evenly and 


j uniformly. 
It will not pay to save the ex­ 
pense of extra seed. 
Much seed is lost 
after seeding by not being covered, while 
i birds also secure a portion. 
About sixteen 
j quarts of seed wili be the safer ana surer 
quantity, as there wiil be no danger of the 
nli ^ l./.i 
catch” being too heavy. 
No building on the farm pays better 
than a good tool-house. 
It should be so 
convenient of access that there need be no 
excuse for leaving farm implements ex­ 
posed to the weather when not in use. 
Properly cared for, many implements that 
now last only a few years ought to be serv­ 
iceable as long as the farmer lived to 
need them. 
Besides, a tool that has not 
been rusted, warped and cranted by ex­ 
posure will work as well the second aud 
third years of use as the first. 
On many 
farms tools are so much injured by being 
left out of doors that after the first season 
they cost more for repairs than they save 
in labor. 
There is not enough harrowing done on 
most farms. 
The land is harrowed, as a 
rule, simply to break the lumps and level 
off the furrows, but the harrow is only 
passed over the land once or twice. 
The 
proper way to harrow a field is to keep the 
implement moving until the whole field is 
reduced to a condition as fine as that for a 
garden. 
Eut for the neglect in properly 
narrowing some fields the crops would 
grow better. 
The condition of the seed­ 
bed largely influences the growth of crops 
aud benefits the piaut» until maturity. 
If 
the harrow could work the ground as fine 
as is done by the rake it would be all the 
better. 
In harrowing the field the work 
should therefore be done thoroughlv.

PEPPERMINT OIL. 
For the information of those who wish 
to experiment with the growing of pep­ 
permint for the making of oil, the follow­ 
ing simple directions will Le found useful.

The sets, or parts of old 
plants, are planted in April and May, in 
rows two feet apart, and they grow two 
feet high.

The po­ 
etic description of the wiles of a lascivious 
queen to win a warrior in illicit conquest 
is not a subject that any woman should de­ 
vote herself to. J. C. j., the author of the 
poems, is a talented lady, descended from a 
fam ily of historic prom inence,and boasting 
of relationship to some of the finest and 
best of national men and women.

STATE FRISON QUARRIES. 


A tto m e y -G e u e ra l J o h n s o n A d v ise s T h a t 
T h e y C a n n o t b e L e a se d . 
In reply to questions by President Dev­ 
lin of the State Prison Directors. Attorney- 
General Johnson sa y s: 
“I have found no law authorizing the 
State Board of Prison Directors to lease a 
portion of the State Prison tract at San 
Q uentin. 
The constitutional 
provision 
(Art. X , Sec. 2) giving the Board charge 
and superintendence of the State Prison 
does not, in the absence of specific legisla­ 
tion. confer the power: and in the Act to 
regulate and govern the State Prisons (Stat. 
of 1889, page 40-4) there is nothing in the 
powers and duties of the Board, as therein 
defined, to give such authority. I do not 
think the law contemplates that the Board 
should make a contract allowing persons 
to work any of the quarries on prison 
lands, paying for the rocks so removed at 
agreed prices.’’

MONGOLIAN PHEASANTS. 
Some m onths ago the Commissioners 
were considering the advisability of secur­ 
ing a num ber of Chinese pheasants, such 
as are m ultiplying so rapidly in some por­ 
tions of Oregon, but has not been able as 
yet to satify themselves that it is a desir­ 
able bird to have. 
On this subject F. S. 
Matteson, an Oregon farmer, writes to the 
Rural I\ess something of his experience. 
He says that to the farmer the bird is a 
curse. 
Mr. Matteson says : 
"In the spring-time the males quarrel, 
and swear at each other long distances 
apart, getting nearer and nearer and event­ 
ually having a pitched battle. 
In the in 
terests of piety and m orality of the small 
fruit and vineyard men, this Mongolian 
should be kept out. 
He will eat grapes, 
currants, gooseberries, etc., as soon as they 
are fairly out of the blossom, and among 
the grapevines is just the sort of a place 
that suits him. 
He rises early and gets in 
all the time there is. 
As a provocative of 
profanity, he is irresistible, and missionarv 
fcffbrt among your viniculturists and berry- 
men will be useless in a few years after you 
introduce this pheasant. I speak from prac­ 
tical experience—I am in the berry ousi 
ness myself. 
"The law for his protection here is a 
dead letter. 
Everyone who hunts carries 
a tight game-bag, and it is an unw ritten 
law. im plicitly obeyed, that no one else 
tries to see w hat fie has got in it. This 
need not be, however, for I should smile to 
see the party who would attem pt to enforce 
the law. 
I doubt if your people are very 
different to us.”

W ith the approach of spring and nice 
weather comes the usual stir and activity 
of our town. Two new dwelling houses 
have just been completed, and are already 
occupied. Town and acreage lots are being 
rapidly sold and orchards planted, in spile 
of the discouraging weather. 
Nearly 4,000 fruit and ornam ental trees 
have arrived already this spring, and are 
being set out. 
E. 
and S. H eller are planting twenty 
acres with almonds and French prunes, 
and Mr. Moses, of San Francisco, who owns 
twenty acres adjoining, is setting out dif­ 
ferent varieties of frnit trees. 
A printing office is to be started in the 
Slavin block as soon as the latter is com­ 
pleted. 
Our enterprising blacksmith. Mr. Shulte, 
of Madison, gives us a daily anvil chorus, 
and has all he can attend to. 
The Hotel Barnes is crowded with regu­ 
lar and transient guests, and in fact every­ 
thing is moving with a steady increase. 
The railroad company is soon to set out 
000 trees and other shrubbery along the 
railroad reservation, and orders have been 
given to plant trees and llowers in the town 
plaza. 
On or about the 1st of April both trains 
will lay over here at night, bringing at 
least six or eight families to the town, but 
as yet with no houses to accommodate 
them. 
Since the railroad company has proven 
its willingness to make the town a success, 
by m aking this the chief fuel supply sta­ 
tion and bringing people here, where are 
the mossfiacks that stood around and guyed 
the place with their hands in their pockets? 
Let them get in and pnt up some houses 
for families, and do som ething toward 
making the town what it will be in less 
than two years, a place of 2.00U population. 
Levy A Schwab’s daily sales since they 
came here run from §285 to §350. 
Last 
week they received one car of barbed wire, 
one car of flour aud one of potatoes. The 
week before they received two carloads of 
furniture, besides the regular supplies of 
groceries aud nardware.

His wound is a

bis leg. 
The work on the power-house at the 
prison has progressed rapidly, aud, if the 
fair weather continues, it will soon assume 
very noticeable proportions. 
The County Supervisors made an official 
visit to Folsom on Monday for the pur­ 
pose of inspecting the roads and streets, 
and to look into the m atter of the petition 
of the Folsom W ater Power Company for 
the condemning of certain streets, which 
will be used in the construction of the 
canal, etc. 
The dairym en in this vicinity have be- 
guu making butter. The i.m ount is greater 
than in the past cn account of the abun­ 
dance of feed. 
Butter made by our dairy­ 
men is considered among the best pro­ 
duced in the State, and there is a large and 
increasing dem and for it.

5Y ork of P la n ts . 
The amount of work which plants do in 
breaking up the rocks and forming soil is 
not understood by careless observers, and 
by those who do not observe at all. 
A 
single instance will lead readers to reflect 
npon the forces w hich 
are operating 
wherever a root or fiber can penetrate a 
seam in a rock. 
The power is as secret as 
th at of frost and ice, and as resistless. 
Prof. Ansted describes what he saw going 
on in the Ionian islands. 
A curious instance of the effect of vegeta­ 
tion in lifting stones is seen in one of the 
fragments of the Cyclopean wall of Leo­ 
cadia. 
An olive tree has planted itself, or 
has been planted, close to the wall, aud its 
roots and two of the principal branches 
have pushed their way through some little 
crevice, or through the grouting between 
the stones. 
In growing they have succeeded in dis­ 
placing the gigantic stones of which the 
wall was built, and one stone, about 3 feet 
long, 30 incite' wide and as much deep, is 
altogether removed from its original posi­ 
tion in the wall, and, in the course of years, 
has become built into the tree, and raised 
at least a foot higher than it was originally 
placed. 
N ature has here shown that the sub­ 
tle influences 
of life, 
long 
continued, 
and inappreciable w ithin the period of a 
few scores of years, may vet in time bring 
abcut results which affect and destroy the 
combined efforts of a m ultitude of human 
beings who have endeavored in vain to 
produce an abiding monumeut of their 
skill and labor. 


M u sical T rees.) 
A foreign traveler tells of seeing a musi­ 
cal tree in the W est India Island and in 
Nubia. 
It has a peculiar shaped leaf and 
pods with a sp.it or open edge. 
The wind 
passing through these gives out the sound 
which give the tree its peculiar name. In 
Barbadoes there is a valley filled with 
these trees, and when the wind blows 
across the island a constant moaning, 
deep-toned whistle is heard from it, which 
iu the still hours of the night has a very 
weird and unpleasant effect. 
A specimen 
of acacia, which grows very abundant­ 
ly in the 
Soudan, is also called the 
“ w histling 
tre e ” 
by 
the 
natives. 
Its shoots are frequently by the agency 
of the larvae of insects distorted in shape 
and swollen into a globular bladder from 
one to two inches in diam eter. 
After the 
insect has emerged from a circular hole in 
the side of this swelling the opening placed 
upon by the wind becomes a musical in­ 
strum ent equal iu sound to a sweet-toned 
flute.

W hen they discovered their mistake they 
were so disgusted that instead of naming 
the river after our Savior or one of the 
saints they simply ciiristened it the river 
they discovered in January.
